Begin- 
ing with the War, he discussed the whole 
subject of reconstruction in Georgia, and 
the part which he had taken in 
it He rehearsed the platitades with 
which his former speech was filled. He had 
a good deal to say about Riddleberger and 
Mahone, but he did not allude to 
A STORY CURRENTLY CIRCULATED 
at the Capitol,—that he had himself promised 
a Georgia Republican to support him for 
Sergeant-at-Arms, which he subsequently de- 
clined todo. Nor did he refer to the other 
rumor that he (Brown) visited Mahone be- 
fore the contest began, and intimated that he 
and Mahone would have to stand together as 
Independents against the Bourbon Demoe- 
racy. ‘The stories may not be true, but they 
are circulated about the Senate. The adroit 
and subtle Georgian spoke overtwo hours. 
Mr. Hoar replied to some of his statements, 
pronouncing the charge that 139,000 voters 
were disfranchised in Massachusetts a 
ridiculous absurdity.

EDUCATION, 
COMPARATIVE STATISTICS AS TO ELEMEN- 

TARY EDUCATION THROUGHOUT TRE CIV- 

ILIZED WORLD. 

Special Dispatch to Tha Chicage Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., April 14.—In a cir- 
cular now in course of preparation and soon 
to be published by the United States Bureau 
of Education, will be included some interest- 
ing and valuable comparative statistics, com- 
piled from the latest official reports, showing 
certain faets relating to the condition of ele- 
mentary education throughout the civilized 
world, Ameng the facts to be exhibited re- 
garding each country are the total popula- 
tion, the school age as established by law, 
the total school population, the number of 
schools, the number of pupils enrolled, and 
the number of teachers employed. Some of 
the most interesting facts thus to be pre- 
sented are given in the table printed here- 
with. 

It will be observed, upon reference to this 
table, that in some of the countries the num- 
ber of pupils enrolled in schools exceeds the 
entire school population. For example, the 
school population of England and Wales was 
reported at 2,500,000 in 1879, while the num- 
ber of pupils enrolled in schools in the same 
year was 3,710,883. This apparent discrep 
ancy is explained by the fact that the official 
school age in those countries comprises only 
children from 3 to 15 years old, including 
those in infant schools. The 2,500,000 school 
population is an estimate, and included only 
thase children who were between the ages 
of 7 and 13 years. Of the 3,710,883 pupils en- 
rolled, 1,208,016 were between the ages of 
3 and 7 years, 2,335,973 were between the ages 
ot 7 and 13 years, and 168,804 were over 13 
years old. In nearly all the Continental 
countries of Europe the school age covers a 
period of only seven or eight years, usually 
from 6 to 13 or 6 to. 14: and consequently 
many children younger than 6 years or older 
than 14 years are enrolled as pupils 
in the schools, although they do not forma 
part of the school population. 

IN THE UNITED STATES 
the school age varies greatly in the different 
‘States. The longest pried is seventeen 
— from 4 to 21 (in Florida. Maine, and 
New Hampshire), and the lowest six years, 
from 8 to 14 (in Texas). School age in the 
United States covers an average period ex- 
ceeding fourteen years, while in European 
countries the average iod is a little more 
than one-halfasiong. It would not be fair 
to conciude because Saxony reported 
more than 100 per cent of her schoo! popula. 
tion enrolled in public schools in 1878, she 
was therefore, in an educational sense, ahead 
of the United States, which reported only 64 
per cent of the school population enrolled in 
the public schools in the same year. In Sax- 
ony the school age coversa peried of only 
eight years, while, as has been shown, in the 
United . the period exceeds fourteen 
years. In the table which is printed below 
the school population of Russia is estimated 
at 15,000,000 in round numbers. This, and 
the reported school population of England 
and Wales already mentioned, are the only 
estimates in the table. Of the 69,527teachers 
reported in England and Wales, 29,716 are 
certified teachers, 6,616 are assistant teach- 
ers, and 33,195 are pupil-teachers.

CASE OF A MINOR LEFT WITHOUT GUARDIAN. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aprill4—A question 
regarding the payment of interest on Gov- 
ernment bonds was referred to First Oon- 
troller Lawrence, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, to-day, substantiaily as follows; ‘If J.

FINED 6300.

MILWAUKEE, April 14.—The sentence of the 
Court against Attortiey Frank B. Van Valken- 
burgy, in punishment of his confessed misde- 
meanor ot altering court records, was pro- 
nounced by Judge Small at the Circuit Court 
session this forenoon, as was yesterday report- 
ed. The Court bad named Monday next as the 
date for rendering the decision, but at the so- 
licitanon of Mr. Van Valkenburrh's friends, 
who desired that the accused should not be kept 
unnecessarily long in painful and wearing sus- 
pense, Judge Small reconsidered his decision 
and said he would dispose of the case to-day. 
Mr. Van Valkenburgh being present in the 
Court, Judge Small adjudged that the penalty 
for the offense charged of altering court records 
should bea fine of $300 and the formal repri- 
mand of the court. In delivering his reprimand 
Judge Small said, among other things, that 
“Every member of the Bar takes an oath that 
be will properly perform the duties of au at- 
torney. When a member of this Bar gets up 
and states to this Court, on his honor as a 
lawyer, this Court must take it that he is acting 
under oath, and if, as stated, you had got up 
in this room and stated to this Court that some 

ruon had tampered with the records, and that 

ou did nut know anything about it, the matter 
would not be so serious. You were stating a 
falsehood on your bonor as a lawyer, and the 
Court believed that your statement was correct, 
that you knew nothing about it, and tbat it was 
as much a surprise to you as it was to the Oourt 
that the records had been tampered with. The 
Court thinks that dismissing you from the 
Bar would not de a proper practice: 
that it would only be acting in a 
limited and narrow way, and would not meet the 
demands which the public require at the hands 
of the Court. The Court has come to the con- 
elusion that it should impose a fine upon you 
for both offenses, but more especially for the 
faise statements, The Court regrets it, and 
does it with pain, but it basa duty to portora 
not only to the Bar, but to the public. The 
Court therefore orders that for the offense of 
making a false statement in court, charging a 
brother lawyer with a high offense in tamper- 
lug with the records when really you did 
it yourself, you be fined fan! Van Valken- 
burgb acted soqueerly wuen sentence was p 
that it is supposed be is going insane.

CROP-PROSPECTS. 


GENESEO, ILL. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tridutie. 
GENESEO, Henry Co., III., April 13.—Having 
been a constant reader of Tags Trisune for 
eighteen years, | thought I would pena few 
items for its readers in regard to the pros- 
pects of the farmers in this part ot the country. 
Having lived ia Henry County nearly thirty 
years, 1 think I can speak from actual ex- 
perience and observation. I think it cad be 
safely stated that the prospects ot the farmers 
of Henry County are anything but flattering at 
this time of the year. Many of them having 
still the larger portion of their last year's carn- 
crop standing in the field, and the snow and ice 
ten to fifteen inches deep, and on account of 
the early freezing up of the ground last No- 
vember but little fail plowing could be done, 
predict an entire failure of the coming crops, 
I will say that the chances fora partial failure 
are two to one in favor of a short crop. It is al- 
most amusing to see with what complacency 
some of the Chicago Board of Trade men (who 
have nothing in che world at stake but to seil 
— short, of which they never possessed a 

usbel in the world) win sit down and write 
all over the country that there is no reason to 
be alarmed about the crop-prospects; that there 
is plenty of time yet and farmersare a set of 
old croakers at best. Well, it may be that we 
farmers daa little unnecessary croakin¢; but 
when farmers find themselves inthe middle of 
April and no farm-work done, and while 
the cr of this county are devoted 
chiefly to corn and oats, it will be seen ata 
lance that farmers have a good reason to feel 
lue over the prospects before them. Compar- 
ing this season with the two years preced 
this, it will be found about one month 
Two years ago pone farmers sowed 
bere in February, last year about all the oats 
were sowed in March. 3 ground is 
covered with snow and ice. e snow-banks 
will not waste away till May, unless the weather 
changes materially from what it has been for 
the past ten days. Under the most favorable 
circumstances farmers will not be able todo any 
faem-work in this part of the country before 
the first of May; and, while I will not 
prospect for them to get to work for the next 
iwo weeks to come, it's no wonder they croak. 
are all undentable facts. Now I wish to 
say a few words in regard to tuture prices of all 
kinds of grain. As every one knows, the past 
winter has heen a long ane severe one, y 
farmers to feed about double the

mount Of grain to their stock than usuaj; be- 
sides there were thousends of bushels of corn 
used for fuel in the West.

SENTENCE OF O'BRIEN.

New York, April 14.—The memory of the 
Morey letter-forgery and, the proceedings 
growing out of it were revived to-day in 
the Court of General Sessions, before 
Judge Cowing. Assistant District-Attor- 
ney Bell called before the Bar James 
O’Brien, alias Robert Lindsay, who came to 
New York totestify in the case of Kenward 
Philp. When called up today he 
pleaded guilty to the indictment 
of perjury, and Judge Cowing pro- 
nounced sentence, condemning him 
to imprisonment in the State-Prison at Sing 
Sing for eight years. ln imposing the sentence 
Judge Cowing said: “The case is one in 
which the perjury was of a most dangerous 
character, and one which affected the result 
of a National election. In imposing such 

A HEAVY SENTENCE 

for the offense I do it to serve asa warning 
to others against going upon the standin a 
court of justice and deliberately per- 
juring themselves where the act in- 
volves such enormous interests. As 
the terms of imprisonment imposed 
for the crime of perjury have not usually 
been so heavy, Assistant District-Attorney 
Bell was asked by a reporter: “Is not the 
sentence a very severe and unusual one?“ 
“Such sentences have not been often im- 
posed, but the Court had the right 
under the statutes to impose as much 
as ten years, had it seen fit. O’Brien is a 
miserable, worthless fellow, who would 
swear to anything for $5. It is not so much 
on account of his importance that the Judge 
made his punishment so heavy, as for the im- 
portance of the interests involved.“

HIS PRESENT GAME.

New York, April 14.—Ilaving found it 
impossible to rescind the Robertson reso- 
lution by an open vote in the Assembly,

THE UNION SEMINARY. 

New York, April 14.—The Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, which has occupied several 
scattered buildings, will be removed to the 
block bounded by Fourth avenue and Madi- 
son avenue, and Sixty-ninth street and 
Seventieth streets. The Directors have pur- 
chased eight lots fronting Fourth avenue 
and two lots in the rear, making a solid plat 
125 feet by 200 in size, with the refusal of two 
lots adjoining. The entire block was owned by 
ex-Gov. Morgan, from whom the present 
purchase was made for $275,000. Of this 
amount Gov. Morgan gave £100,000, and $50,- 
000 more has been received from four 
friends of the seminary. Last year Gov. 
Mo gave $100,000 to the library of the 
seminary, and for the erection of a suitable 
building to accommodate it. The new build- 
ing will be ready for occupation, it is hoped, 
in the autumn of 1883.

PREMATURE ANNOUNCEMENTS OF WILIA 
F. GILL—MEN WHO WILL NOT TAKE PART, 
AND WHO TOLD HIM 80. 
New York Tribune, April 2. 

William Fearing Gili has claimed the as- 
sistance of several well-known literary men 
in the “ Poets’ Festival without their knowl- 
edge or permission. First among the feat- 
ures of Mr. Gill’s “ program,” appears the 
statement: Mr. Parke Godwin has been 
invited to makea brief address on Shak 
speare.”’ Parke Godwin said yesterday: I 
have never been invited to make such an ad- 
dress. My name has been used without my 
knowledge or permission. If I were invited 
I should probably decline, as 1 expect to be 
aut of the city at the time indicated for the 
festival.”’ 

EDMUND C. STEDMAN 
said: “ Your reporter who called on me last 
night mistakes in supposing that I assented 
to Mr. Gill’s proposition, and then withdrew. 
I may as well make an exact statement. The 
truth is that the New York authors, while 
they would gladly contribute toward a mon- 
ument to Poe, are for various reasons indis- 
posed to do much under the auspices of Mr. 
Gill. Of course there must be men of zeal 
and leisu slike him, to carry on such 
schemes. Io give him his due, 1 be- 
lieve he engineered the entire per- 
formance at th’s, and raised more 
money than Poe himself could have 
earned in several years. Hecame to me list 
winter on this su Pot. as | had written and 
printed a littie book on Poe. I told him that, 
while I would be glad to contribute to the 
—— of the monument, I was averse o 
exhibiting myself as a reader of one of my 
poems from the stage of the Academy, and 
thought my brother-poets would have a simi- 
lar teeling. He distinctly said that 
MY FRIEND MR.

I hope that the time I spent last year in writ- 
ing a critical tribute to Poe’s genius, together 
with my recent contribution, will be account- 
ed my share of the respect pald to his mem- 
ory. I am sure we all hope that the sum 
wanted may be raised large or small, and that 
the monument may be completed so that we 
can at last lay the manes of the poet and the 
omnipresent spirit of relentiess Gill.“

am very sure that Mr. Stoddard, Dr. Hol- 
land, and T. B. Aldrich will not take part 
inany way.

JUDGE SANFORD. 
AK OPINION FROM JUDGE DAVIS THAT THE 
SENATE CAN REMOVE HIM. 
New York Times, April 13. 

Gov. Cornell asked Judge Noah Davisa 
few days ago for an opinion as to the power 
of tha Senate to remove from the bench of 
the Superior Court Justice Charles F. San- 
ford, who has been ili and mentally incompe- 
tent to perform his judicial functions for al- 
most three years. At the same time he sent 
Judge Davis a copy of his communication to 
the Senate recommending the removal of 
Judge Sanford and copies of papers prepared 
by Mr. Stephen P. Nash and other lawyers of 
this city expressing the opinion that the Sen- 
ate had no power to act in the premises. 
Judge Davis says in the opinion he has sent 
to the Governor that the authority to make 
the removal is conferred by the eleventh sec- 
tion of the Judiciary article of the State Con- 
stitution without limitation, excepting as to 
the course of procedure. 

THE WORD “CHARGES” 
contained in the seventh section, Judge 
Davis says, does not involve an idea of moral 
turpitude and wrongful acts upon the part of 
the subject of the charges, but is simply used 
in the sense of allegation or complaint. The 
theory that Judge Sanford could not proper- 
ly be served with charges and cited to ap- 
pear for a hearing which isin the nature of 
a trial because he is alleged to be insane is 
held by Judge Davis to be untenable. It is 
an established rule, he says, that every per- 
son is presumed to be sane until the contrary 
isshown. The law prohibits the trial of an 
insane person for a crime, but it does not 
prevent a trial of the question of insanity, 
and the trial of such a question must follow. 
not precede, the steps taken to have other 
charges tested. In the case of Judge San- 
ford, Judge Davis says it is only requisit tnat 
he shall be served with the charges against 
him, and notified to appear before the Sen- 
ate. If he does not appear, and if it isshown 
that he has failed, and continues to fail, to 
perform his judicial duties, a case will be 
made under the Constitution for his removal 
from office. 

IF HE DOES APPEAR, 

and insanity is alleged as a reason or excuse 
for his non-performance of duties, the ques- 
tion will arise as to whether an incurable 
lunatic may be removed from the office of 
Judge under the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. Upon this question Judge Davis says 
he cannot entertain any doubt. The Senate 
has the wer to act because the statute 
which forbids the trial of an insane person is 
merely one of the regulations of 

diction and power of criminal courts, and 

no application whatever to civil proceedings 
affecting mere property rights, interests, etc. 
If, therefore, the Senate decide that it is for 
the safety and welfare of the people that a 
Judge should be removed who is disabled by 
insanity from performing his duties, that 
body cannot be arrested in the exercise of its 
power of removal by the insanity which 
caused the necessity to remove still con- 
tinuing. On the contrary, the continuance 
establishes the duty to remove.

Multiplication by Machinery. 


New York Herald. 


Mr. Ramon Verca, a Spanish resident of New 
York, bus been devoting his leisure hours for 
several years in developing a machine that will 


mukiply and divide, and bas finally succeeded. 
At will produce a product having fifteen figures, 
and the factors may be of nine or less (Ran Six 
figures. A turn of a small crank once for eacao 
tigure in the multiplier aispiays the product on 
u disk. The work is almost instantaneous and the 
accuracy of it unimpeachabie. The machine 
consists of ten circular plates placed vertically, 
und on the edge of each are figures from i to 9 
inclusive and zero. On the sides of these plates 
are points which form in substance a multiplica- 
tion table. Suppose 9 is to be multiplied by 6. 
The first plate is turned so that nine shows on 
top; the other factor is then shown on a wheel 
belonging to a similar set as those on which 
nine is shown. When the crank is turned 
the multiplicand plate turns six-ninths of u 
revolution and a point on the fourth concentric 
cireie of points on the side of the plate is pre- 
sented on one side and a point on the fifth con- 
centric circle on the other. These two points 
meet cach a smail tongue which operates upon 
the product box, where the result is directly 
shown. The mechanism by which the product 
is recorded is too cumplicated to admit ot a 
description except at great length. There area 
series of whevis worked upon, each of them 
graduated as to size and suape with the con- 
centric circles on the plates. It might be said 
that in the multiplication the additions necessary 
are made simultaneously with the multiplication, 
For example, multiply 56 by 7 the process is 
7 times 6 are E, 7 times 5 are Sand (are 
roduct, 2. With the machine the work is 
nstantaneous. When the wheel is turned the 
record is tirst made of 42 and then of . The fig- 
ure in the last place of 35, that is the 5, is at once 
added to the figure ia the placeof the tens of the 
other number, and the the entire product * bobs 
up serenely as the erank completes the revo- 
juuon. If the multiplier were a double number, 
say 56 by 27, another turn of the crank would 
make the muitiplicagon and addition complete. 
To prove the operation pressing a button throws 
into gear a new set of wheels, and aturn uf the 
crank reduces all the numbers in the product 
bux to zero. Should zero not at once appear it 
would prove the original operation was wroug.

* Punishments in the British Army. 

The following are the draft rules as to sum- 
mary punishments in the British army 
to be made by the Secretary of State: 

“1. Summary punishment may consist of one 
or more of the fullowmg punishments: 

„a) Putting the effender in irons. 

“(b) Attaching the offender, while on the line 
of march, toa cart, wagon, or horse, s0 as to 
compel him to move onward at a walking pace. 
While so attached, he way be handcuffed or 
otherwise secured so us to prevent his escaping, 
but he must not be in fetters. 


e Requiring the offender to carry extra 
— ö or weights not calculated te injure his 

ealth. 

“2. And one or more of the above punish- 
ments may be repeated on more than one day 
(not exceeding fourteen days) as the sentence 
of the court-martial — determine; but in no 
case are any of such punishments to be inflicted 
on more than three days consecutively. 

“3%. The offender, while in irons or otherwise 
attached so as not to injure him, may be moved 
from place to place or on the march in any wag- 
on, cart, or other vehicle. 

“4. Otlicers will take care that the above pun- 
ishineuts are inilicted in such a manner as is not 
calculated to cause injury, or to leave any per- 
inanent mark on the offender, and the punish- 
ment shell always be stopped or mitigated on 
the representation of the responsible medical 
other that the continuance of the punishment 
will be Van ty mony to the offender's health.

Tue ninth report of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of Japan for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, “Thirteenth year of Meiji,” 1880, 
has been sent to us. As the Japanese sys- 


tem has been based upon our own, some 


of the statistics will be of interest. These 
statisties show that the Japanese Post-Office 
Departinent is self-supporting. The reve- 
nues for the year were $1,173,691, and the 
expenditures $1,091,900, showing a protit of 
$31,791, an increase of $128,691 over the esti- 
mated revenue, and an increase of $234,334 
over the receipts of the year before. The 
aggregate number of letters, newspapers, 
books, ete., sent through the mails was 
68,944,782, an increase of 13,169,576 over the 
year befre. The aggregate length of all 
the mall-routes in operation at the close of 
the year was 42,2% miles. During the year 
40 postoflices, 44 receiving agencies, 
ahd 499 stamp agencies were established, and 
464 street letter-boxes were put up. The 
total number of post-offices in operation is 
4377. The number of ordinary letters and 
postal-cards sent to foreign countries was 
264,187, an increase of 92,017 over the previ- 
ous year. During the year the number of 
letters lost by robbery and theft was only 50, 
of which 12 were regained. The total num- 
ber of officers and employés is 8,646, and 
their aggregate salaries amount to $224,815. 
One curious feature of the Japanese system 
is the rewarding of those who manifest 
special industry in the performance of their 
duties, and 150 such are named. The report 
occupies quite a bulky volume. and its show- 
ings are certainly very creditable to the Post- 
master-General, Mr. Mayesinia.

PENDLETON’S DEMOCRACY. 

Mr. Pendleton, the Vemocratic Senator 
from Ohio, sought on Wednesday to give 
some variety to the monotonous filibustering 
and personal altereations that have furnished 
the staple Senatorial discussions for several 
weeks by delivering a carefully prepared 
panegyric on the Democratic party. ‘The fol- 
lowing extract from the report of his speech, 
which was florid and extravagant through- 
out, will convey a sufficient idea of its pur- 
port: 


What was the Bourbon Democratic party? It 
was the party of Jefferson, of Madison. of Mon- 
roc, of Polk,—the rty that bad given 
Texas, New Mexico, and California to the Union. 
It was the party which bad long made the 
Constitution, and for sixty years had sv adminis- 
tered it that in the Government there had been no 
law higher than the Constitution. It was the 
party which, in the cycle ot its years, had drawn 
to itself every able and patriotic statesman who 
was not willing to walk in wicked ways of 
sectionalism. It was the party which, in the 
storm and tempest and winter's blast, bad stood 
like an ocean lighthouse, unmoved and immovas 
ble, while all other parties, inclading the boasted 
Republican party, bad surged ead swayed with 
uneven and inconstant motion, like the waves 
that obeyed the fickle bidding of the fickle moon. 
The spray might have covered its sides: waters 
might have washed its summit: but every re- 
cession of the storm had shown its light was un- 
quencbed and its lustre undimined. 


In the prepara:ion of this speech it is man- 
ifest Mr. Pendieton bestowed more effort 
upon style than facts, and had declamation 
rather than history in view. 
It is a practiceof Democratic orators in de- 
fending their purty—and such defense is their 
principal mission in puolic life—to go back 
beyond even the recollection of contempo- 
raneous Democratic leaders. Senator Pen- 
dieton summoned from their graves a few 
of the forefathers whom the Democrats of 
to-day claim with assurance, because the 
dead cannot protest against the indignity, 
but he failed to trace down the obvious de- 
generacy of the political species. He thun- 
dered forth the names of Jefferson and Mad- 
ison, but did not so much as whisper those of 
Pierce and Buchanan. The Democratic 
party has long been im a condition to fail 
back upon its ancestry for its fame and good 
deeds, but the ghosts have already done all 
the service that can reasonably be expected 
ofthem. The country is more concerned to- 
day with the Pendletons and Ben Hills than 
with the disembodied spirits whose souls 
must be seriously disturbed at the sacri- 
legious use which Democratic orators are ac- 
eustomed to make of their earthly careers. 
It is possible, too, that the Democratic 
orators of the day claim too much for the 
early citizens whom they would pose as 
Democratic leaders. The license of oratory 
may admit, but history will not sustain, the 
assertion that it was the Democratic party 
which made the Constitution.”” The Feder- 
alist party of the time, with which such men 
as Washington, Adams, and Hamilton acted, 
and controlling a majority of the States, had 
certainly some share in that business. There 
were certain features in the old Constitution, 
imposed upon itby the so-called Democratic 
party of that time, which could have been 
spared with advantage to the Republic. The 
protection of the institution of slavery in the 
Constitution and the possible construction of 
State-sovereignty might have been omitted 
without detriment. it would have been 
more creditable to the Republic if the Con- 
stitution had not recognized property in 
human beings, if sectional advantage had 
not been provided by a scale of rep- 
resentation on aecount ot human chattels, and 
if it had not been required that American- 
born men and women should be returned to 
slavery when they had escaped into free ter- 
ritory. It was the Democratic influence in 
the framing of the Constitution which placed 
a stigma upon the American Republic and 
made a civil war necessary to wipe out that 
stigma. 
Had the Jeffersonian theory of the Ameri- 
ean Republic prevalled entirely, there would 
be no United States Senate to-day to furnish 
Mr. Pendleton with a forum for the eulogy 
of a party which has so notably degenerated 
from Jefferson’s ability and patriotism with- 
out abandoning his fallacies. A league of 
small, independent States would have deen 
formed for the time being, which diverging 
interests would long since have torn asunder. 
It would not have needed humanity’s protest 
against slavery as a pretext for separation 
and dissolution. The question of free trade 
bétween the States would of itself have 
been sufficient to sever the bonds bet ween the 
different segtions. There would be to-day 
instead of agreat Nation, commanding the 
pride and loyalty of nearly 50,000,000 of 
people (excluding the unrepentant Rebels) 
| and the respect and admiration of the whole 
world, a number of petty Principalities 
quarreling over imaginary boundaries and 
devouring their substance in war and dissen- 
sion. The Democratic remnant of the 
Jeffersonian Greek system of a Republic 
made one desperate effort to divide the 
Nation, but the National sense among the 
| people was too strong, and the spirit of unity 
and progress too widespread, to yield to the 


to eliminate the two notable features which 
the founders of the Democratic party im- 
posed upon the Constitution,—slavery and a 
semblance of State-sovereiguty,—and all the 
world zvcognizes the change, save alone the 
Bourbons, who never learn and never forget. 

When Mr. Pendieton claims that the Dem- 
ocratic party gave Texas, New Mexico, and 
Catifornia to the Union, he omits the most 


strain. The result of that struggle has been |

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under Democratic direction. The sole pur- 
pose of extending the territorial jurisdiction 
of the United States Government, so long as 
the Democratie party controlled its destiny, 
was to enlarge the domain and increase the 
power of the slave oligarchy of the South. 
Whether the Government marched under the 
banner of conquest or approached with the 
public purse in ite hand, the aim was to ac- 
quire new opportunity for the slave-trade 
and add new strength to the pampered aris- 
tocracy of the South. Louisiana and Florida 
were absorbed with this purpose. The Mex- 
ican war was fought to the same end. 
Texas was made a Slave State, and California 
was kept out of the Union for years because 
the people of the Pacific Coast would not 
recognize nor tolerate the “ pecaliar instl- 
tution” of the South. Compromise’ were 
repudiated and faith was broken that 
Kansas and Nebraska might be coerced 
into an adoption of siave-driving as 
an occupation, and it was only the sturdy and 
obstinate resistance of an honest yeomanry 
that defeated and drove back the crusaders 
against human freedom. There was no pol- 
icy of territorial acquisition for the North, 
where it was certain that slavery could not 
be transplanted. The war of 1812 might ea- 
sily have led to the incorporation of the Cana- 
das inthe American Union, but the Demo- 
cratic party, under the dictation of the Seuth- 


ern slaveowners, would not push it to that 


achievement. Territorial acquisition under 
Democratie guidance was as selfish and 6ec- 
tional as any other part of Democratic policy. 

It would have been more to the point if 
Senator Pendleton had rounded and adjusted 
his phrases to contemporaneous Democracy. 
His failure to do so was probably due to the 
consciousness that he could not then falsify 
history with so much impunity, whatever 
veneering of fine frenzy he might 
use, Instead of conjuring up the shades 
of long departed statesmen, who would 
probably repel the name of Democrat if they 
were living now, he might himself have 
passed as a typical Democrat of the time. 
He was one of those who, before the War, 
barterea away principle and betrayed the 
sentimentof his own section in exchange for 
the political spoils with which the aristocracy 
of the South bribed the Northern Democrats. 
He was one of those who, during the struggle 
for the preservation of the Union, secretly 
sympathized with the section which sought 
to destroy the greatest suecess of all efforts 
at popular government, and for no higher 
purpose than towerpetuate the barbarism of 
human bondage. He was the leader of those 
who, when the struggle was ended by the 
triumph of right, loyalty, and freedom, 
sought to repudiate the National debt which 
treason had created, and strove to corrupt 
the honor of the American people with the 
bribe of immunity from National obligation. 
Whatever the early American Democrat may 
have been, the recent and the contempora- 
neous American Democrats are a scurvy set, 
whose record cannot be gilded with any of 
the old gold from the memorial tablets of 
their ancestors.

HOMES FOR THE FREEDMEN IN THE 


INDIAN TERRITORY. 

We print this morning a circular address 
on the subject of negro emigration to the 
lands in the central and western parts of the 
Indian Territory purchased by the Govern- 
ment from the Indians. From this address 
it appears the United States, in 1866, pur- 
chased a block of land in the Indian Terri- 
tory from the savages, who then owned it, 
and itis stated that in the treaties convey- 
ing these lands it is recited that the cession is 
made in compliance with the desire of the 
United States to locate other Indians and 
freedmen thereon.’’ The purchases by the 
United States exceeded 14,000,000 acres, or 
nearly one-third of the entire area of the In- 
dian Territory. Since that time numerous 
tribes and parts of tribes of Indians have 
been assigned parts of this purchase, but 
there remain several millions of aeres of 
this land, the title to which remains in the 
United States, and which is public land. By 
law the Indian Territory is closed to settle 
ment, but if it be true, as claimed, that this 
land was purchased that it might be set 
apart for other Indians and for freedmen,”’ 
then it is open under the Homestead and 
other laws to the emancipated negroes for 
settlement. 

An expedition of several hundred white 
persons recently undertook to enter the In- 
dian Territory with a view to settlement, 
and was excluded by military force; but if 
the facts and the law are stated correctly, 
this exclusion cannot be enforced against 
any freedmen who may be desirous to take 
and occupy the land in that part of the Terri- 
tory owned by the United States. It does 
not appear from this correspondence that the 
Land-Office or the General Government has 
construed the law on this subject, and it is 
somewhat surprising that the fact that this 
immense tract of land in the Indian Territory 
was open to negro settlement from 1866 until 
the present time and nothing was said of it 
until recently. 

On the assumption that this land may be 
available for settlement by negroes, it affords 
to that population the most favorable oppor- 
tunity for becoming landowners that is now 
in prospect. Atthe South there are several 
difficulties. First, the people are hostile to 
having the negroes become owners of the 
soil, and none will ever be sold to them at 
prices which the landless can hope to pay. 
Secondly, the Southern white population 
will not, in this generation, ever voluntarily 
concede political rights and privileges to the 
negroes, except under circumstances which 
would substantially enslave the blacks again. 
Thirdly, the negro at the South will forever 
feel the social degradation which denies him 
equal school privileges, or any privilege 
which does not at’ the same time assert his 
inferiority. Even at the North, while the 
negroes may be freely admitted to all 
the political and educational facilities, 
aud may engage in wmechanical, com- 
mercial, and even professional pursuits, 
the distinction of race will always mark him 
for social proscription. To the great bulk of 
the freedmen agriculture is the traditional 
occupation. To that they have been bred for 
many generations, and inthe cultivation of 
Southern produets they are skilled beyond 
all comparison. The climate and soil of the 
Indian Territory are equai to these of any 
part of the country. It is never subject to 
extremes, and the soil is adapted not only to 
cotton and tobacco, but to all the small 
xrains, and to the whole range of vegetables 
and fruits. There is no prejudice of race 
against them in the Indian Territory. The 
greater portion of the Indian tribes there are 
civilized, have largely adopted the babits of 
the whites, have their schools and their 
churches, and are farmers and stock-growers. 
They have among them thousands of 
negroes, and these marry and intermarry 
with the Indiana, and the. distinctions ef 
race will be lost in a few generations. The 
negroes will be gladly welcomed by the 
Indians, and will be vastty preferred to the 
same number of whites. It is possible 
that this negro settlement, embracing, 
say, a millions of persons, will form 
the centra! agent for the consolidation of the 
various Indian tribes and their incorpora- 
tion into one people, being gradually but 
eventually absorbed into the more numerous 
African population. The presence and neigh- 
borheod ef the negroes will do much to 
modify the worst traits of the Indians. The 
negroes have industry and skill, and will 
make educauon a distinguishing part of their 


social system. They have deep religious 
feeling; they have the strongest domestic 
affection,—that of love of family. In these 
respects the Indian population, as a whole, is 
sadly deficient. As the negro race is capable 


of great advancement, the neighborhood of, 


say, a million of them to the Indians will in 
time extinguish the Iudians as a distinct 
race, The negroes, emancipated from 
slavery, will be the agent in the hands of 
Providence for the peaceful civilization and 
Christianization of the Indians, a work which 
has successfally baffled the white race for 
centuries, 

If the law and claims set forth in this cir- 
cular shall prove to be well founded, what- 
ever exodus may hereafter take place from 
the Southern ‘States will certainly find its 
wav to the genial clime and productive soil 
of the Indian Territory, and eventually fill 
the broad tracts of now unoccupied land 
lying between the th and 100th degrees of 
longitude, and between Kansas on the north 
and Texas on the south. 


THE SO0RPR'SE AT SHILOEZ. 

The types yesterday made us erroneously 
say that the Rebel forces outnumbered the 
Union forces at Shiloh by 18,000 men; it 
should read 8,000. The Rebels brought on the 
field about 50,000 men, and the Union strength 
did not exceed 42,000, which does not include 
Lew Wallace’s division of 8,000 men, which 
was stationed at Crump’s Landing, six miles 
below Pittsburg Landing, which was directly 
in the rear of the battlefield. Wecannotun- 
derstand why Gen, Sherman so pertina- 
ciously insists that the Union army was not 
taken by surprise. If he anticipated a battle 
why had he made no preparations for it? 
Why had he repaired bridges and roads in his 
front for an advance toward Corinth, instead 
of placing obstructions on the roads on which 
the Rebels must advance, if he anticipated 
their attack? It is true that the day before 
the woods had been found full of Rebel 
scouts. On the 4th of April, about 
2 p. m., the Union picket line was 
attacked, and eight men of the Seven- 
tieth Ohio were captured. Col. Buckland, 
perceiving that a company of Rebel cavalry 
had got behind a company of his infantry, 
attacked and dispersed them, killing half-a- 
dozen and capturing twelve. For this act he 
was censured by Gen, Sherman for shooting 
against orders, Col. Buckland says that he 
visited the picket-line the day before the 
battle and found the woods swarming with 
Rebel cavalry along his entire front. Col. 
Worthington, Forty-sixth Ohio, on the ex- 
treme right of Sherman’s command, saw in 
his front such abundant evidences of a com- 
ing attack that he set his regiment at work 
cutting down trees and throwing up earth- 
works, for which he was sneered and 
laughed at by Gen. Sherman as doing a pre- 
posterous thing, when there was no possible 
danger, as the Rebels, he said, were merely 
making a reconnaissance, Cols. Buckland, 
Cockerill, Hildebrand, and Sullivan, fearing 
an attack from what they saw, strengthened 
their pickets, and established a line of sen- 
tries during the night from the camp to the 
front. These wise precautions, taken with- 
out orders from Sherman, enabled that 
brigade to resist the sudden attack next 
morning, and to withstand the Rebel onset 
for three hours. A Single day’s work 
of the army with spades and axes would 
have made their position impregnable 
against any assault that Beauregard's army 
could make. This want of precaution was a 
grave error. It was more: it was gross neg- 
ligence, extending from the chief down 
through all the division commanders, and 
Sherman, as an old West-Pointer, must stand 
his full share of the blame fur the disasters 
of that bloody day. The absolute truth is, 
that Gen. Sherman held tenaciously to the 
theory until 7:30 a. m. that the Rebels 
were only making & reconnaissance, when 
the fighting had already been golng on for an 
hour, and then he got his eyes open and saw 
that the Rebels had stolen a march on him. 
Gen. Grant held to the same opinion until he 
reached the field, some time after 9 o'clock, 
and says lu his report: “I did not believe 
they intended to make a determined attack, 
but simply a reconnaissance.’ A Rebel army 
of 50,000 men had been for three days closing 
in around our camps in the woods, and no 
general officer present knew it to be there 
until the storm burst upon them, rudely dis- 
pelling the fiction of a reconnaissance,” But 
this must be said of all the division com- 
manders: that none lost their wits or their 
equilibrium after the Rebel rush was made 
on them, but each stood up to his work with 
the bravery of Napoleon’s Marshals. 
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WHICH? 

There is an issue of veracity between Gen. 
U. S. Grant, who commanded the surprised 
Union forces at Shiloh, and Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid, editor of the New York Tribune. The 
dispute is about the batile of Shiloh, and es- 
pecially the part borne in that sanguinary con- 
flict by Mr. Reid, who was at that time the 
correspondent ot the Cincinnati Gazette. 
Gen, Grant’s recollection is that “Agate,” 
alias Reid, was not within 100 miles of the 
fight. Mr. Reid’s recollection is that he was 
as near to it as Gen. Grant himself. The Gen- 
eral’s testimony was given in an after-dinner 
speech to the New York Shoe and Leather 
Club.

The nub of Gen. Grant's statement is, that 
“the young person with the prodigious 
shirteuffs and long hair” was 100 miles 
away when the battle was fought. The 
sting ‘of Whitelaw Reid’s narrative is, that, 
though he arrived on tie battlefield “later 


than he wished,” he was still there.“ as early 
as the commanding General.” Who can 
reconcile these discordant recollections ? 
Shall history be dumb as to whether Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid’s shirt-cuffs actually smelled 
powder on that eventful day? We should 
prefer to believe that he saw all, and more 
than all, the battle he wished to see. It Is 
clear that he must have been in a position to 
know a great deal about it when he pro- 
ceeded to enlighten Gen. Grant as to the 
manner in which the whole Rebel army 
might have been captured, but was not. 

The polnt at controversy is really not so 
much where Mr. Whitelaw Reid was as 
where Gen. Grant was. Whether Mr. Reid 
was 100 or 1,000 miles away when the battle 
was fought, it is pretty generally admitted 
that Gen. Grant was at least fourteen miles 
away. This simple fact knocks into acocked 
hat the ingenious and Jaborious theory of 
sume distinguished army officers that the at- 
tack was not a surprise. Gen. Grant would 
not have been fourteen miles distant if he 
had anticipated or been informed before- 
hand that there was to be a fight at Shiloh on 
the 6th of April. It was not his habit either 
then or afterwards during the War to be at 
such a distance from the scene of action. 

In other respects, the testimony both of 
Union and Confederate soldiers is conclusive 
that the attack was a complete surprise. 
Thousands of men now living can testify 
that they were surprised, and, if their com- 
manding officers were not, the latter blun- 
dered fearfully. For it is not put down in 
any of the books of tactics or strategy that 
when an attack is expected your soldiers 
should be peacefully preparing their break- 
fast, so that some of them may be killed with 
the dough in their hands. If the first day at 
Shiloh was not a surprise, it was a disgrace. 
Whoever may find it convenient to accept 
this horn of the dilema, we should suppose 
that the Generals of the Union army would 
not. 


The Philadelphia Telegraph (Rep.), speak - 
ing of the old squabble about the credits and 
discredits of the battle of Shiloh, says: 


It is very certain that Gens. Grant and Sher- 
man and their friends are throwiug no light 
whatever on the dubious pvints involved by 
their present claims of excessive credits aud by 
their denunciations of all who will not take 
their latest revised versions as the only correct 
ones, That the Federal forces were surprised, 
and for the reason that e froat was not prop- 
erly picketed, isa fact Supported by such post- 
tive evidence that it will take a great deal more 
than the say-so of the Federal officers responsi- 
bie for the surprise to overthrowit. That the 
Federal troops were badly defeated in the first 
day's fight, and that the feat would dave ro- 
suited in a rout bad not our army been in a 
cul-de-sac, so that it could not get away. are 
other facts that it will be bard to dispute. 
That the arrival of Buell'’s contingent and 
the exhaustion of the Rebels, combined 
with the demoralization caused by the 
death ot their very able army leader, 
Albert Sydney Johnston. rather tban superior 
sgreneraiship 2 the Federal side, enabled 
the defeat be turned into a victory, 
are also facts of a very substantial sort. A 
victory is a victory, however, no matter how it 
may have been guined, and the gainers of a 
victory are foolish when they attempt too much 
self-giorification. There is really no reason 
whatever why Gens. Grant and Sherman should, 
at thie late date, show excessive soreness over 
the Shilob affair. They were both inexperienced 
in the large operations of warfare, and were not 
only unaceustomed to handling large bodies of 
men in actual conflict, but the men whom they 
commanded were also greenborns; and that they 
did not then succeed in winning the iaureis 
which they afterwards worthily won when they 
bad learned to lead armies and had armies of 
veterans to lead, is so little to their discredit 
that they are only doing injury to themselves by 
claiming—for this js about what their assertions 
with regard to Shiloh amount to—tbat they were 
as good soldiers at the beginning of the Civil 
War as they were at the close of it. 


ADJOURNED SESSION OF THE LEGISLA- 
1URE. 

The determination of many members of the 
Illinois Legislature to force an adjourned 
session can no longer be denied. It remains 
to be seen whether a majority of both Houses 
are in favor of the program. A considerable 
number of the Lower House have been plan- 
ning for such a result for weeks past. With 
this object in view, they have delayed public 
business, adjourned over from Friday to 
Tuesday each week, wasted time in frivolous 
discussion, and introduced countless bills to 
harass the comwmercial interests of the State, 
and postpone action on the important subjects 
which the Legisiature has to deal with. 

The session began fourteen weeks ago. 
About half the time has been devoted to 
work and the other half to play. Nothing 
has been accomplished. If the Legislature 
has passed one bill of consequence, without 
which the interests of the State would seri- 
ously suffer, we fail to~recognize its impor- 
tance. There have been several investiza- 
tions which ended in smoke. But the ap- 
propriation bills are stillin Committee. The 
apportionment bills have not yet been 
framed. The only questions of moment 
which were to be considered have 
been postponed deliberately, until now 
the very negligence and slothfulness of the 
Legislature are pleaded as reasons why its 
inglorious existence should be extended. 
We cannot think that all this has happened 
without design, There is too much method 
init. Nothing new has come up to alter the 
situation since Congress adjourned on the 4th 
of March. It was known then as well as it is 
to-day that apportionment would have to be 
made, if at all, ona contingency. Yet it has 
taken the members six weeks to advance to 
the point of considering the subject at all. 

The people are not disposed to call any 
Legislature to account for not doing more 
than it is obliged to do in acertain time. In- 
deed, it is the chief title to publie gratitude 
of this General Assembly that it has refrained 
from the mischief which it threatened and 
seemed to be constantly on the point of do- 
ing. To be sure, it has kept the corpora- 
tions andthe moneyed interests of the State 
pretty busy, and has considerately let them 
off on proper representations being made. 
But there isa limit beyond which the idle- 
ness of a Legislature ceases to be a virtue. 
That limit is reached, we should say, when 
the business actually necessary to be trans- 
acted is indefinitly postponed in order to 
afford a pretext for another season of useles- 
ness. 

It is not the direct expense of an extra 
session which the people object to, though 
even that is considerable, so much as it is the 
needless worry and disturbance of business 
interests which it involves. There can be no 
hope of any important reform measures from 
this Legislature. Its record is made up. It 
would do nothing at an adjourned session to 
benefit the people, butit might threaten to 
do much to injure them. There can be noth- 
ing of a public nature which the Legislature 
can do that it has not offered to do and re- 
frained from doing at this session, except to 


transact its legitimate business and go home“ 


Weare convinced that if it had the disposition 
it might yet do this and be ready for final! ad- 
journment in a fortnight, The pretense that 
it is diflicult to keep a quorum together is a 
manifest absurdity. Whenever apportion- 
ment is entered upon in earnest there will be 
a full attendance. 

The Republican members of the Legisia- 
ture should not delude themselves with the 
notion that they can escape responsibility for 
an adjourned session, ar divide it with the 
Democrats. The majority party will be held 
responsible. And if it shall commit this 
blunder, and follow it up with others likely 
to occur next winter, it will find the memory 
of them fresh inthe minds of the people 
when the next Legislature is to be chosen 
anda United States Senator elected. The 
members of the Legislature might make 
many mistakes now and be forgiven for 
them before the next election; but they will 
leave a space necessarily short for political 
forgetfulness U they meet next winter and 
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| arouse public feeling against themselves in 
any way whatever. 


Howanp Cannot, a writer in the New 
York Times, made Senator Tiurman’s depart- 
ure for Europe the occasion of a sketch with 
some new points about theold man. His grand- 
father was a Baptist preacher in Virginia, who 
concluded to move into a free State from mis- 
givings about slavery in 1819. The boy Thurman 
left Lyachburg when about 6 years old, and 
crossed the mouutains with a six-borse wagou 
containing the furniture and a little vehicle to 
take the people. They stopped at Ohillicothe, 
The negro women they carried along turned out 
weil, but the black meu were of no account 
Thurman's father taught school in Chillicothe, 
and the boy went to him asa pupil. Next the 
father went into the wool manuficture. Thur- 
man's mother was a half-sister of Gov. Allen, 
and she taught bim his lessous. A French 
emigrant named Gregrorie, who had a pretty 
daughter, taught Thurmao French, and Aiden 
fell in love with the French daughter. Dr. 
James Webb, the father of President Hayes’ wife, 
lived in Chillicothe, and took young Thurman 
out bunting often. The first public employ- 
ment Thurman had was making the tax-lists at 
$la day, by which he earned $51. He then went 
into a land-survey in the woods of Onio, and 
camped out. By the influence of William 
Allen. Thurman was invited by Gov. Lucas to 
be hig clerk, and while filling this place at 
Columbus he studied law with Judge Swayne. 
Thurman was admitted to the Bar in Fayette 
County, where he lost his first important case. 
William Allen. becoming absorbed in politics, 
gave his practice to Thurman, and for ten 
years he rode through four counties ondorse- 
back practicing law at the Courts. He visited 
Washington in 188 on account of bad health, 
going in a stage-coach. He called on Calhoun, 
who preached him a long yarn on the neces- 
sity of reading the history of the Greek Bepub- 
lic. Thurman traveled ju the South about 1842, 
and in his absence was elected to Congress, and 
went on the Judiciary Committee. This is about

ONF point involved in the dispute between 
France and italy as to the ownership of Tunis is 
the coral tishing industry. The Itallans are able 
to monopolize this branch of commerce by reason 
of an Imperial Convention of LS, which reduced 
the annua! tax for Italian coral fishers from 800 
to 400 frances, the larger sum being exacted for 
French fishers who obtained the right by treaty 
of the same date. The first coral fishers of 
modern times on the Tunisian coasts were two 
natives of Marseilles, who, in 1604, formed acom- 
pany for the working of these riches of the seas. 
Early in the present century tbe coral industry 
was very impotant at Marseilles; in ls seven- 
teen cutting and polishing manufactories existed 
there, cach employing many hundred hands. 
Since then coral bas somewhat lost its favor in 
France, but the fashion has been taken ug in 
Russia, the Levant, and elsewhere, the Itallaus 
supplying the market. It is this monopoly that 
the Marseillais and Algerians wish to see de- 
stroyed. 

Tun Rev. CHARLES Vorskr has just 
turned out in England a new prayer-book. Here 
is a slight account of it:

Even 
then he is very likely to huve an accom- 
plice to work this end of bis racket. 
Oid as the swindle is, there are plenty of tools 
for tho fakir to catea, and where be is per- 
mitted to set up in business he is never likely to 
go hungry.

FLOOD AND STORM. 


Terrific Overflow at the Cities 
of Rock Island and 
Davenport. 


Many Refugees from the Flooded 
Districts Flocking into 
Yankton. 


Several Thousand People in Need 
of the Necessaries of 
Life. 


Two Hundred and Twenty-seven 
Thousand Acres Under 
Water. 


Actsof Bravery in the Rescue of 
People Threatened with 
Death. 
Government Officers Furnishing Food to 
the Starving and Suffering 
People. 


Further Reports Qoncerning the Recent 
Terribie Oyclone at Hernando, 
Miss. 


DAVENRBRORT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

DAVENPORT. Ia.. April 14.—At 11 o'clock to- 
nigbt the wildest excitement pervades Daveu- 
portand its sister city across the Mississippi, 
Rock Island. The overflow is the worst ever 
known, the stage now standiug uinetecn feet 
two inches, which is seven inches bigher than 
ever betore recorded. The situation during the 
afternoon and evening is thus described: 

The first shove or movement downward took 
place this afternoon at 4:90 o'clock. A field filling 
the river its full width and neariy a mile in 
length came down. As soon as it struck the 
bieckade across Harrison street there was a 
time of anxiety. The movement increased after 
the field spoken of came through the bridge 
it had carried the ice or gorve line eastward up 
the river more than two biocks. The water be- 
gan to rise rujgdiy, and continued to do so until 
it had reached eightinches. Crowds of sight- 
seers lined the levee, having becn sud- 
denly called there by the supposed break- 
up. Thousands of people were along 
the shore for nearly a mile. At 50’clock word 
wus telephuned from Moline that a vast field was 
coming down as far as the eye could 
see. Despite the tremendous shove, for 
balf a mile, causing the ice to cover 
Offerman’'s Island, the gorge held. 
Many a prayer of those who recalled the scenes 
or 1868 went up for a break, but none came. 
The ice above continued to run beavier and 
heavier ,the river being tilled from shore toshore, 
and mahy of the cakes covering acres of area. 
It was from eighteen to twenty-four inches 
thick, and for the most part biue and solid. 
This situation continued uutil 8 o'clock. At 
that hour a long whistie from the Rock Island 
Water-Works gave the signal of danger. 
The water had backed up so as Ww 
force its way through the embankment at the 
lower partof the town, and nothing could save 
the greater part of the ojty from the overtiow. 
The gorge, a mile below the two cities, 
still held, und the water backed. Front 
street in this city was flooded and 
between Rock Island and Le Claire streets the 
water rushed up to Second, driving many 
families from their homes. At l0 o'clock au- 
other long distress whistle was sounded from the 
Water-Works. The floods hud rushed into tho 
eugine-room and stopped buth the Holly and the 
Worthington pumps, putting out the fires. The 
engineer and tiremen were obiiged to leave 
their post of duty ia a boat. For one bour more 
the gorge heid,and the water rose until, at 
ll o'clock, the Goverument gauge scored 
nineteen feet two inches above low-water mark, 
or seven inches higher than ever before. A walk 
made by the writer for nearly a mile along 
the banks showed every suwmill in the 
city to be  overtiowed by from one 
to tive feet of water. Every Front street store 
and warehouse had from flour to eight inches of 
water on its first door. and goods damaged to 
the extent of thousands of duliars. 
The Milwaukee railroad track was 
in many places covered with huge cakes of ice. 
Kast of the bridge ali the low parts of the town 
were under water from one to tarce feet. 

Reporters for the Gazeic in Kuck Island give 
the following particulars of the overflow there. 
which was much more seriuus than on this side: 
The water rose till 5:20 in the afternoon, when 
there was a sligat give-away, The fail con- 
tinued for oniy a short time, wheu 
it again rose to the foot of the West- 
ern Union, and the Chicago, Rock Island & Peoria 
Twentiets street. The Kock Island & Peoria 
depots were surrounded by water from si to 
eight inches deep. At 7:15 o'clock this 
went up to ‘Second avenue between 
Twentieth and Twenty-fourth streets, and 
on Twenty-first street had neurly reacaed Third 
avenue. The people living near the lower lum- 
ber- mill, Buford’s plow-factory, the Rock Island 
Giase- Works, and all that part of town, made 
haste to move out their effects, every 
house being under water up to its 
first floor. At 9:0 the engineer at the Water- 
Works telephoned to the Mayor that me water 
bad covered the floor. A later report says 
the engineer was not driven out, as be- 
fore reported in these dispatches, and that the 
fire was not extinguished, but it was the next 
thing to it. At lv o'cluck it was thought impus- 
sible for the railroad embankment in South 
Rock Island to hold, but there was no geveral 
break. The water did, however, rush through 
the culverts with terrific volume and 
flooded biocks of dwellings. From Tenth to 
Fourteenth streets ail the resideaces 
were flooded. Seventeenth street had water to 
the alleys, and Eighteenth street was covered to 
Second avenue. Union Square. in the middle 
part of the town, was under water. From 
Twentieth street to the bridge the water 
bad backed to Third avenue, the prop- 
erty between this and the river being 
under water from two to eighteen inches. Most 
welcome was the news carried over the town at 
11:46 that the break in the gorge had come. 
The water in all parts of the city fell 
fust. In some places a fail of twelve 
inches in ten minutes was noted. At 
1 o'clock the dauger was over, the river 
bad fulien’ four feet, drawing the back-water 
from the fluoded districts. The amount of dam- 
age done cannot be estimated this mornimg, but 
it is great, both in suffering and in money 1088. 
It is feared that business on toe river-front in 
both cities will be interupted for several days, 
and the railroads interfered with. 


YANKTON, D. 1. 

YANKTON, D. T., April 4.— The river is at a 
stand to-day. Ice is running in the channel. 
Refugees from the flooded district are flocking 
into Yankton. The War Department has or- 
dered the issue of rations through Capt. 
Wheeler, Post Quartermaster. The district to 
be supplied from Yankton includes Vermilion, 
twenty-five miles below here, and the interven- 
ing bottom. In this region there are 2,500 peo- 
pie who need aid. Below Vermilion to the Bg 
Sioux River there are 5,000 more destitute ones 
who will be supplied by the Government with 
food from centres of distribution. A committee 
is to leave Vermilion iu the morning ia a yawi 
to arrange for the distribution of food. 

The gorge is still deep all over the bottoms. 
From the records in the Surveyor-General’s 
office it is ascertained that the food on the Da- 
kota side covers an aggregate of 227,00) acres— 
namely: Yankton Cuunty, 55.000; Clay County, 
75.000; Union County, 97,00). All this region is 
thickly settled. being the oldest occupied 
in Dakota. Yankton is at the bead of this bor- 
win, ou high. chaik stone biulfs, and is not dam- 
aged by the flood except on the levee, where 
there has been great destruction among steam- 
boats and warenouscs.

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The Phaeton Vaa’’—Trial Trip ofa 
New aul Commodious Vehicie. 
New York Herald. 

A slight sensation was produced last evening 
among omnibus drivers and others by the exhi- 
bition of Mr. Peter Herdic’s new “ phaeton van” 
ut the Fiftn Avenue Hotel. Tais vehicle ts in- 
tended to take the place of our present Broad- 
way stages and horsecars, just as Mr. Herdic’s 
cheap cabs, run on the same principle as those 
iu London, are to supplant our present hacks. 
As it drew up in front of tne F.fth Avenue Hotel 
last evening it attracted a crowd of sightseers. 
It isa very iizhtly and quite clegantly built one- 
horse omnibus, with seuts for eight passengers, 
and made its tirsttrial trip in this city last even- 
ing. The novel construcuon in some respects of 
the “ Herdic”™ presents great improvements over 
our old fastioned stages. Tu begin with, the 
gouseneck axle is placed so low as to elevate the 
seuts very littie above the ground, and this, 
added to the enormous size of the wheels, effects 
lightness and ease of motion. The lowness of 
the vebicle (the interior of which is reached by 
one easy step us soon as the driver has. by means 
of a string, opened wide a wooden foldiug door) 
renders ingress and egress intinitly more con- 
venient than is the case with our preseut stages. 
No battling with a door which refuses to swing 
open, no climbing up several steps, and no duck- 
ing of the nead under an absurdly low roof. It 
was shown by this trial trip that this vchicie, 
with its driver and eight passengers, could easily 
be drawn with one horse, and it proceeded ata 
rattling gait up Fifth avenue, down Thirty- 
fourth street and Broadway, past the up-town 
Herald office, buck to the Fifth venue 
Hotel. Tue most remarkuble feature of the 
new “phaetea van,” was the lightoess of its 
construction. ‘The outside is of maple, the 
inside of Uirch, and between these is a layer of 
white wood, the eutire thickness of the side 
being only one and a quarter inches. The vaa 
is ligated by gas, a little tank under the seats 
boidiog twenty hours’ supply, and there is the 
usual box for dopositing tures with the adjaceut 
opening for heandmg the driver muney to be 
changed. A pull ata strap, which mukes a toud 
ring, wives the driver the signal for stupping.the 
fuiding door opens wide by means of a string 
which the driver uses, and as soon as the pas- 
senger bus stepped out the driver's string shuts 
again the door. The trial trip. was generally re- 
garded as highly successful. and there is no 
doubt that these new voniies are infinitiy 
more conventent and accessibie than those 
relices of barburism—our Broadway stages. A 
epecially commendable feature is the sign 
pull which as displayed as soon as the com- 

lement of eurht passengers has been reached. 
Mtr. Herdic stated iast evening that these vans 
were already runoing successfully in Cleveland, 
Washington, and Philadelphia.

THE UNIONS AHEAD.

CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, April 14.—The street-car drivers, 
and conductors, and hostiers held a meeting at 
lo’ciock this morning, and resolved on an ad- 
vance ora strike. The demand was put at the 
following: Conductors, $2.25 per day. for the 
number of hours employed at present; drivers, 
$2 per day for the same number of hours; and 
hostiers $1.75 per day for the same number of 
hours and twelve head of horses foreach. The 
companies were given until to-night to decide 
ps gl not they will accede. to the above 
prices. 

LaTEeR—The Street-Car Company has until 
Monday to consider the demand of wages. The 
Committee decided to report back to the meet- 
ing to-night. it is not known whether or not 
the strike will be prdered on the time given, as 
asked. 

The street-car employés’ strike Jassumed a 
new and unexpected phase to-night. The course 
proposed at the meeting last night was to re- 
quire an answer to their demand by midnight 
to-night and then to strike if their demand was 
refused. As the officers declined to answer un- 
til Monday the employés determined to stop 
the cars. Accordingly parties stationed them- 
selves at the stabies and as the cars came 
up turned the switches and compelled them to 
runin. To-night the streets are clear of cars 
except those runni to Newport. Covington, 
Mt. Auburn, and Wainut Hills. The demand 
made by the drivers is for an advance of 50 cents 
aday. The action of stopping the cars to-night 
is not by authority. There was no provision for 
a meeting to-night, and what was done was at 
the instance of a self-appointed committee. 

It now appears that the stoppage of the cars 
was not voluntary. A mob, composed largely 
of strikers of other occupations, took sion 
of the switches at the stables, and compelled the 
drivers to run the cars in. In some instances 
they boarded the cars to accomplish their pur- 
poses. The Superintendent of the street gail- 
road will to-morrow ask the protection of the 
police. Of sixty-one conductors who brought in 
their punches to-night, sixty took out new ones 
for to-morrow.

UNDERVALUATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Orrawa, April 14.—It appears that a certain 
firm in the hat and cap trade, doing business in 
London, bave been in the habit of purchasing in 
foreign markets, and were furnished with three 
invoices by the exporter,—one containing the 
true value of the goods, and the other 
two, used for customs purposes, made out 
at lower prices. The firm being suspect- 
ed, the Customs Inspector demanded 
their invoice-book. Having obtained it, he took 
it to the Custom -House, and compared it with the 
entries there, which comparison showed that tor 
two years the firm had systematically entered 
their importations at an undervaluation amount- 
ing nearly to $6,000. That sum the Department 
imposed asa fine. 

Now comes rather an amusing story of au- 
aacity and fraud combined. Another Lon- 
don firm, hav read in a local newspaper 
that the house ve referred to had got into 
trouble with the customs authorities, sent a rep- 
resentative to the office of the newspaper * 

uestion, to complain that the name of the of- 

ending firm bad not been made pyblic,—a cir- 
cumstance which left firm No. 2and other honest 
houses open to suspicion on the part of the pub- 
lic. An investigation proved that undervalua- 

ons to the amount of some $3,000 had 
been made by firm No. 2, which sum they will 
be obl to pay over to the Customs. 

It is learned that on further investigation it 
was discovered that one of these firms had made 
no fewer than 44 false entries, every one of 
which must have been sworn to as correct. For 
each one of these false entries the offending 
parties made themselves liable, under Clause 76 
of the Customs act, to @ penalty not exceeding 

or to im ment for a term 
not exceeding one year, or both, 
in the discretion of the Court before which 
the conviction is had. Now, it these penalties 
were fully forced, the offending parties would 
have to pay fines amounting to $80,800; while, as 
to the term of imprisonment, that is a calcula- 
tion which can easily be made.

MAHONEISM IN ARKANSAS. 


A Strong Anti-Bourbon Party Coming 
to the Front. 
By Telegraph to New York Herald. 

Lrrrin Rock, Ark., April 11.—The division in 
the Democratic party of this State upon the ques- 
tion of the payment of certain portions of the 
State's indebtedness, which originated two or 
three years since, has culminated in the attempt 
to found a new party, which will run a separate 
ticket at the next Gubernatorial election in op- 

tion to the nominees of the Democracy. 
he leaders of the movement claim to represent 
the progressive element in the party, and be- 
lieve they can rally to their standard the bulk 
of the Independent Greenback and Republican 
vote. They do not claim to be Repudiators, but 
oppose the payment or the levy of any tax to 
pay, in whole or in any of the bonds known 
us the ruilroads’ uid, ievee,or Holford bonds, ap 
the ground of illegality. 

An address to the peuple has been issued, set- 
ting forth their views and purposes. This docu- 
ment is signed by many leadt Democrats, in- 
cluding Senator ton, President of the Stace 
Senate, Senators Mitchell, Watson, Thompson, 
Hill, Hanna, Gatewood, and Williams, and Rep- 
resentatives Archer, Coody, Howell, Barker, 
Beene, Netties, Hill and Thweatt. It 
is understood that J. P. Eagle, a prominent law- 
yer of Lonoke, will be the candidate for Gov- 
ernor, though State Senator Mitchell is taiked 
of in that connection. It will be remembered 
that at the election held in September last, when 
what is known as the Fishback, or repudiating, 
amendment was the main issue, over 64,000 votes 
were cast for that measure to forty odd thou- 
sand againstit, and that it lacked only 2,000 
votes of hav the vonstitutional 1 re- 
quired for its adoption. The vote is a fair indi- 
cation of popular sentiment, and also shows 
that the claim which the leaders of the present 
movement make—uamely: that they can poll 
75.000 votes—is not witnout foundation. 

The Bourbons are evidently alarmed, and are 
claiming that the party is split at this juncture, 
and that the Republicans will elect the next 
Governor, all the State officers, a majority of 
the Legislature, and two of the four Congress- 
men. he originators of the new party, how- 
ever, have evidently crossed the Rubicon, and 
no compromise looking to a union with the 
Bourbons seems possible. Yesterday a caucus 
was held, which was attended by several of the 
principal leaders, but the nature of the business 
transacted has not yet been made public, 


MINNESOTA WHEAT PROSPECTS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., April 14.—Reports from 
Pionecr- Press correspondents indicate that seed- 
ing has commvnced in only a few favored local 
ities in Minnesota. Some grain has been 
sown in the southeastern part of the 
State, notably in Goodhue, Olmstead, 
and Fillmore Couuties, but farther west 
on the same parallel of latitude there is a foot 
of snow on the ground, and no prospect of agri- 
cultural operations for days or weeks. The Min- 
nesota valley is apparently full of snow, too. at the 
few points which have reported. In the north- 
western purt of the State and in Dakota the 
snow is still too deep for comfortable farming. 
ln lowa sowing is beginning, and in Northern 
Wisconsin the work will begin inafew days. 
The following are some of the dispatches re- 
ceived; 

LANESBORO, Minn., April 14.—Seeding is in 
the highth of progress in this vicinity. Farmers 
say the ground never worked nicer than now. 
No rain ia this section yet this season, and not a 
clap of thunder has been heard to break the 
long heavenly silence of six months. 

SPRING VALLEY, Apri! 14.—The snow bas all 
disappeared from the fields. But few drifts are 
to be seen along the fences. With pleasant 
weather, seceding will commence in earnest the 
lastof this week, a few fields having already 
been seeded. Weather clear and mild to-day. 

Kamsxy, April 14.—There is no snow on the 
ground except a few remains of ‘drifts in 
sheltered places. Seeding was begun here 
the sh inst., but was stop some 
days ago on account of rost and 
snow. It will de resumed again generally 
by the 16th. The ground is in very fair condi- 
tion. There will not be as large an increase in 
acreage bere by one-third this year as last, as 
more barley and corn will be grown. 

SKAKOPE&,; April 14.—Where the ground is 
sandy our farmers are seeding. Timbersoil with 
mixture of clay or heavy with dark vegetable 
mold cannot be seeded on account of frost.

Import of the Ezean Earthquake. 
New York Herald. 

The recent earthquake in the eastern basin of 
the Mediterranean, though comparatively local, 
if taken in connection with those of Southern 
Europe of late occurrence, apparently indivate 
an unusual disturbance of the volcanic fires un- 
derlying the whole Mediterranean and its north- 
ern shores.

— of fatality seems to have no 
arallel in the seismological annals ot the still, 
sland-studded Atgean Tacitus mentions a 
violent sbeck in the Island of Cbryse, near 
Lemnos, A. D.17. In August, 1383, according to 
Muratori, Mitylene, in the Kgean Archipelago, 
wus convulsed and persons rished. 
The next great convulsion too piace 
at Cos. toward the close of October, 
1491, when the somewhat vague historic reports 
say 5.000 persons perished, Smyrna was rudely 
shaken in June, 1719, and at the vernal equinox 
of 1789 during an earthquake an isiaud lying in 
its harbor was suddenly sunk,” but no loss of 
life on either occasion was chronicled. Chios, 
scene of the recent frightful disaster, was 

reatly agitated on the Sthof February, 1767, 
but with no reported damage; nor does it ap- 

r from the fullest earthquake records that 
this island has ever until now been desolated by 
any earthquake to any considerable devree. 

e earthquake at Zante, in the Ionian Islands, 
of the Sth and 6th inst., was not attended with 
any marked disasters. Underneath this classic 
island are found to-day, as in the time of Herod- 
otus, springs of petroleum, the gaseous emana 
tions of which, possibly subject to explosions 
which might affect the stability of the earth's 
crust, may be invoked to account for the dis- 
turbance. A violent shock occurred at Zante in 
1514, and another on Sept. 3, 1636, which 
“did great damage, the effect of the earth- 
quake extending about twelve miles.” Once 
has its sister island. Santa Maura, of the Ionian 

roup, suffered similarly,—in the fall of 1704, 

ut no disturbance, we believe, of equal fatality 
with that of Chios on the gd of the present month 
appears in the history of Egan earthquakes, 
and perhaps none in that of the convulsions in 
the eustern basin of the Mediterranean. 

These recent convulsions derive special sig- 
nificance from au analysis of ancient and 
modern earthquakes by Mallet, which ied 
him to conclude thatthe greatest number of 
shocks occur “ about the middle of each century, 
while a second epoch, less werful than the 
first, occurs toward the cel of the century.” 
If this deduction of the profound scismologist 
from all the data he had, reaching back to 1606 
B. C., is correct, we are now approaching an 
0 b of unusual seismic perturbations, und the 
disasters recently reported from Ischia and 
Chios may ere long be repeated, both in other 

arts of the Old and in the volcanic zones of the 
vew World.

Prince Pierre Napoleon. 


Prince Pierre Napoleon is reported to have 
died of gout at Versailles on Friday. He was 
the third son of Lucien Bonaparte, brother of 
Napoleon the First, and was born at Rome on 
Sept. 12, 1815. In 1882 he joined his Uncle Joseph 
(ex-King of Spain) in the United States, and sub- 
— served under Gen. Santander in the 
Colombian army. On returning to Italy he bad 
a quarrel with the Papal authorities, and in 1886 
was ordered to leave the Papal States. He re- 
fused to comply with the request, and in a 
strugaie with the officers killed une of them and 
was himseif wounded. He was imprisoned for 
some time, and on his release traveled in Ea- 
— and the United States, and thence to 
Jorftu. He came into ceallision with the Alba- 
nian authorities, and, lea vum tue East, offered 
his services to France, but they were refused. 
He also sought service under Mehemet Ali. At 


the revolution in 1848 he returned to France and 


became chef de bataiion in the Kepublican serv- 
ive. Elected to the Assembly., he voted with the 
Left, and contined to do so after the election of 
his cousin, Louis Napoleon. In 1849 de took 
part in the operations in Aigeria, but returned 
to France without permission and was dismissed 
the service. This was the occasion of a duel be- 
tween him and a journalist of the Extreme 
Right. After the coup d'etat he returned to 
private life, and absented himself from the Im- 
periai circle. He spent much of his time in lit- 
erary work, even attempting tragedy. In 
January, 1870, he hada quarrel with M. Pascal 
Grousset, who had described him as a — 2 
Republican, and when Victor Noir and U irie 
Fornielle, Grousset’s seconds, waited on him be 
shot the former and attempted to kill the latter. 
Ho was arrested and brought for trial before 
the High Court of Justice, and was muicted in 
an indemnity of 25,000 francs to Noir's parents. 
His sou was married a few months ago to the 
daughter of M. Blanc, the banker at

The gross earnings were $8,556,975 less operat- 
ing expenses and taxes, $4,315,205. The fixed 
charges, rentals, and intereat on funded debt 
amounted to 61,564.80, and 7% per cent 
in dividends to $1,627.19, leaving a surplus 
of $9,417.16. There was spent on consiruction. 
including $1,325,760 for new roiling-stock, $1,8u1,- 
@5. and imorder to provide funds for this and 
other outlays necessitated by the vigorous ex- 
tension of lines ia Kansas and New Mexico the 
Directors na ve issued $2,242,400 of stock at par. 
The capital stock was further increased by the 
purchase or exchange of the capital stock 
of various connecting roads. Holders 
of $3,257,300 consolidation mortgage bonds 
availed themseives of the option to 
convert them into stock. This has, of course 
reduced the bonded debt to chat extent. The 
Directors issued $1,155,000 in 5s to compiete the 
construction of the New Mexico & Soutberu Pa- 
cific Raitroad, and also $3,743,000 5 per cent 
bonds to purchase, through one of our leased 
lings, the stock of the Kansas City, Law- 
rence & Southern Kansas Hailroad. This 
road. which, with its branches, is about 
35.13 mites long. including 22.86 miles of 
side tracks, ruus from Lawrence to Coffeyville, 
apd turning west from Cherryvale continues 
through Winfield and Wellington to Harper. 
Besides this the mileage of the road proper bas 
been increased about 400 miles, and before the 
next aunual meeting the Southern Pacific's rail- 
road at Deming, 128 miles further, will 
be reached.

Second—That except on tickets sold at actual 
seaboard points to actuals ship emigrants, first 
and second class rates alone shall be quoted to 
auy point east of the western boundaries of Ne- 
braska and Kaneras.,and that the second-class 
rates on all second-class tickets shall be ad- 
vanced to correspond witb the second-class rates 
quoted by the seaboard trunk lines up to Chi- 
C and St. Louis. 

‘hird—That tickets to points west of the west- 
ern bound ariesof Nebraskaand Kansas may 
be mude up of second-class coupons to the Mis- 
souri River, and third-class coupons west 
thereof. 

Fourth—That until new tickets can be pro- 
curred the torm of tickets no in use on in- 
terior roads may be used provided that they 
should be sold at the new second-class or mixed 
rates. It being understood, however, that as 
soon as ible properly printed tiekets shall 
at or sold, and the old ones withdrawn. 

ifth—Toat the a of all district rate 
sheets published at all points east of tLe Mis- 
souri Kiver Shall eliminate all third-class and 
emigrant rates, and quote second-class rates iu 
their place, except as provided in Sec. I. Where 
second-classjrates are quoted to Trans-Missouri

g A BELT ROAD. 

Capitalists have been long awake to the fact 
that the enormous trade, the buge manufactor- 
ies, and the many railroad switches could not be 
cofifined strictly within the city limits,—and to- 
dey Chicago is over the line and la afew years 
Cook County and Chicago will be as one. All 
over Cook County are opening up large nauu- 
factories; in South Chicago are to de huge lum- 
der- yards, in the River Calumet, and upon the 
lake of whieh it is the outlet, will be huge eie- 
vators which must relieve the crowded city of a 
part ot its work. There is not room in Chicago 
tor all of its interests. and it must be enlarged. 

Again, the railroad depots are filled with cars 
and something must be done for them. At pres- 
ent most of the shipping of transfer freignt is 
done over the Union Stock-Yuards & Transit 
Company's trucks. There is a transfer track 
owned by the Kock Island Road, running from 
South Chicago to its direct line. One company 
bas been inocerported during the past month 
and following close upon its heels the fact that 
a new line is to be built is made known. 

In November of 1879 the Chicago Park & 
Transfer Company was incorporated, but valy 
made arrangements to secure a right of way, 
and their scale of work was too smafi to suit the 
workings of such a large city as Chicago. Out 
of this sebeme came forth a new organizatiou 
which at its birth was greater thau the parent, 
and it is to be called in the articies of incorpora- 
tion, which will be flied this week in Spriugueid. 
the Chicago Beit Transfer Company.” The 
gentiemen wuo form the Board of Directors of 
the new organization are of such prominence 
and note as to warrant its success. They are 
Mr. George R. Duniap, who represents the Wa- 
bash Line; Mr. J. N. McCulloch, of the Pennsy!-

side of the Chicago Belt-Line Railroad, going so 
as to connect with every road entering Uhicago. 


EASTERN AND WESTERN TRUNE 
LINES. 

The Genera! Passenger and Ticket Agents of 
the roads in the Western Trunk Lines Associa- 
tion and the General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents of the Eastern Trunk liaes held a joint 
mecting yesterday afternoon at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel for the purpose of settling their dif- 
ferences regarding the emigrant rates from sea- 
board points. There were present J. R. Wood. 
Burlington; A. V. H. Carpenter, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul; A. H. Hanson, IIlinois Ventral; James 
Chariton, Chi- ago & Alton; France Chandler, 
Missouri Pacific; O. W. Ruggies, St. Louis, Lron 
Mountain & Southern: and Geo H. Daniels, 
Wabash, of the Western Trunk Lines Associa- 
tion: C. B. Meeker, New York Central, aad J. N.

As beretofore stated, the Western trunk lines 
demand a net rate on the emigrant business 
from seaboard points, and also object to the — 
ment of the 2% per cent commission beretofore 
demanded by the trunk lines for terminal ex- 
penses. The trunk lines have been unwilling to 
make such concessions, on the ground that it 
would greatly curtail their revenues trom that 
business. The debate was a beated and lengthy 
one. Mr. Abbott seemed to be willing to make 
the concession demanded by the Western lines. 
but Mr. Meeker showed considerable opposition. 
Tue members of the Western lines argued that 
the Eastern lines would lose nothing, as they 
could charge as their proportion a high enough

CALIFORNIA KAILROAD MAG- 
NAT ES, 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
SAN FRancisco, April 7.—Probably ro State in 
the Union can boasi of so many millionaires as 
California. The development of the Sacramento. 
San Jvaguin, and various other agricultural 


sections. as well as the extraordinary produc- | 


tion of the mines of the Comstock during the 
last decade, have partially brought about this 
fact; yet it is generally conceded that the con- 
struction and operation of the Central Pacitic 
Rai'road bas caused a greater concentration of 
wealth than both the agricultural and mining 
interests combined. Nor are these railway 
magnates counted by the score, but four 
men who, twenty vears ago. bad not 
sufficient funds to construct four miles of 
road across the Sierra, by some hocus pocus 
have formed a transportation monopoly which 
even now defies both the people and the law, and 
which, like some mighty anaconda, bas encom- 
passed the entire Pacific Coas: within its folds, 
In 1861 Mess. Stanford, Crocker, Huntington, 
and Hopkins were residents of Sacraments, and, 
according to the report of tne Assessor of that 
year. $119,260 represented their combined capital. 
Then Stanford & Brother carried on business as 
oll merchants, and were assessed $53,700; Charies 
Crocker was retailing calico, tapes, pins, and 
needies with a cupital of 8.760; and tHunting- 
ton and Hopkins were hardware dealers with a 
combined individual capital of $23,130, 
and a partnership capital of $15,430. Dur- 
ing the same year the Central Pacitic 
Raifroad was incorporated under the laws of the 
State of California, and not loug after the con- 
struction was begun. It was only intenced at 
first to extend the line from Sacramento to the 
eastern boundary of the State, a distance of 115 
miles, and for this purpose a capital stock of 
$3,600,000 was provided for. divided into 85,000 
shares with a par value of $100 per share. Ac- 
cording to a statement published in San Frau- 
cisco during the last campaign not more than 
1. 0 of the above shares were subscribed, and of 
that number only 600 were taken by the railroad 
meu themselves. The money actually paid in 
and eertided for by the aifilavit attached 
to the articles of incorporation was W per 
cent on $1,000 for each mile of the contemplated 
road. or $11,500 for the entire distance men- 
tioned. 
THE ACTUAL INVESTMENT. 

Owning twelve twenty-ffths of the subscribed 
stock, these railway wanagers must therefore 
have paid in $542, or, possibly, as it is atlirmed, 
they may have paid the entire $11,500; but, if so, 
their genervsity was at au end, for there is no 
evidence that they ever paid anvotber dollar 
from their own private purses, or otuerwise. 
tuwards the compiction the rumd which for 
all practical 1 they now own, and cer- 
tainly cout rol. nen it is considered that a 
sum less than $120,000 and an investment of 
about one-tenth of the whole, has developed in 
a score of years into a capita! of §200,00,u0) and 
more, itis not to be wondered that outery 
against corporation tyranny is 0 
greater than ever before, and that an ad- 
equate solution of the railway prob- 
len is being every where attempted. 
According to a recent report of the President of 
the Central Pacilic, the assets of that corpora- 
tion are $187.56,0H4, woile the indebtedness is 
Only $82,773,007, leaving a clear gain on 1,214 
miles of maip road of 6144,742,137. But the fort- 
unes accum@Biated by the four Directors repre- 
sent an amount even greater than this. and the 
story reads more like uromance of the Mudie 
Ages than an actual fact. Two years ago Mark 
Hup«ins died, and in a recent court proceeding 
rendered necessary by the settlement of bis es- 
tate it was divulged chat the fortune of Lelind 
Stanford now foots up $4,515.38; that of 
Charles Crocker, $41,490,453; t of Mrs. Hop- 
kins, $25,280,972; and that of C. P. Huotington 
not given. but certainly not less than chat 
of Stavford bimeelf. uggregate of these 
tour private fortunes is. cherefure, $125,863,u46, 
and tais without including the enormous laud- 
grants to the Central, Western, and Southern 
Pacifie Roads, which are likely to soon become 
as Valuable as all the other assets combined. 
The quession whieh now mostly eoucerns the 
people of California is bow these men managed 
to get possession of such vast sums in 80 shorta 
time. Most great fortunes, like that of the 
Rothschilds and Vanderbilts, are the accumula- 
tions of one generation after another; the 
rienes of the house of Devonshire have been 
the accretions of prudent 'nanagewent for three 
centuries and more; but tweive years since the 
completion of the overland ratlroads to Califor- 
nia bave made four millionaires, whose rapid 
rise to enormous wealth and power has not 
fore been equaled iu the mudera worid. 


THE SOURCE OF THIS WEALTH. 


The mistaken munificence ot the federal Gov- 
ernment will only partiy account for this evor- 
mou; wealth. nen the road was incorporated, 
its incorporators received 238,000,000 from the 
Goverament in bonods, they issued their own 
bonds to the amount of 61,000.00. besides re- 
ceiving some $2,u0u.W00 from the counties through 
which the road was to pass. They received aiso 

2,800 acres of land per mile, or 18.22. 400 acres 
fur the entire leneth of the line. Being allowed 
an enormous sum for the construction of each 
mile of ruad, the celebrated Coutract and Fi- 
nance Compauy was organized, so that as pri- 
vate individuais the ruilway magnaies 
could supplement the wealth they bad 
already received from subsidies and 
bonds. The organization was wortay 
of Sthe men by wuom it was formed. and 
has been briefly stated as follows: Iu the con- 
struc uon of the railroad, and in its subsequent 
operations, certain supplies and materials were 
to be furnished. essere. Stanford & Co., by vir- 
tue of their office, had the power to make the 
necessary contracts. and these contracts were 
let to themselves as the Contract and Finance 
Company, and the people represented in the 
Government stood quietiy by and footed the 
necessary bills, It was a beautiful scheme for 
Bonest men to contemplate. There was uo sub- 
contracting. no advertising for the lowest bid- 
der, no plans and specifications to be examined, 
but the railway magustes did the work.— 
charged exorbitant prices, issued to them- 
seives their stock, pocketed their coin, 
and smacked their lips at the thought 
that they were all honorable men! In 
the beginning Messrs. Stanford, Crocker, Hunt- 
ingtoa, and Hopkins had the experience, and 
the people bad the money, the lands, and the 
other things essential to the building of the 
road, but in the end the people had the experi- 
ence and the railway magnates bad the road. 
But while the enormous bond and land subsidies 
and the amount earned by the Contract and 
Finance Company were sufficient to make mill- 
ionaires of a dozen men. yet probably the 
greater part of the wealth of the great corpora- 
tion bas been gained from overcharges and ex- 
tornonsin the rates of transportation on the 
various roads, The New York Times not long 
since said in substance that the Centra! Pacific 
not only charged oppressive and exorbitant 
rates. but graduated its tariffs so as 
to become @ vartner in every man’s business. 
In this way the gross oaruings in comparision 
with the popatation along the line are unprece- 
dented in amount, and a comparison of these 
same carnings with those of the best lines of 
East will shew some figures not easy credited in 
the railway world. 

ENORMOUS EARNINGS. 

From a table carefully prepared from data 
gieaned from Poor's Kailway Manual and the 
official reports of the Company, it is found that 
the gross exraings of the Central Pacific corpo- 
ration to the year 1481 have been 6468.77. 3. end 
of this amount only $77,004,170 have been used 
in operating the road, leavi $92,734,215 as the 
net earnings, or more than r cent of the 
whole. The best paying roads beyond the Mis- 
sissippi are content with from 16 to 2 per cent of 
the vet profits on (be gross earnings, yet the only 
reply the California monopuly will deign to 
make to their critics is that their method of 
travel is an improvement on the pack-mule and 
*go-cart so common before railroad was 
constructed.

in the initial meeting at the Tremont House. 
Mr. Brackett said that the League was a branch 
of a National organization recently formed in 
New York City, of which ex-Congressman L. E. 
Chittenden is President, and Mr. F. B. Thurber 
Secretary and Treasurer. The principles adopted 
by this organization are set forth in a printed 
circular, as foilows:

Mr. Brackett said the chief object of the Chi- 
cago League was to inform the people as to how 
they stood with regard to the railroads and the 
powers which Legisiatures and the people bad 
over them. it was proposed to publish in pum- 
phlet firm adigest of the Supreme Court de- 
cisions on this subject, which digest is now in 
course of preparation. The movement was 
originated iu New York by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who obtained opinions from high legal 
autborities, including Judge Jere 8. Black, us to 
the powers of States over the railroada. 
This League would 

FOLLOW IN THE FOOTSTEPS 

of its New York prototype, and hoped to extend 
its work over the Northwest. It was proposed to 
show up the extortions practiced by the railroads 
on merchants, manufacturers, and farmers, and 
the other great monopolies would not be forgot- 
ten. In former legal contests the railroads rested 
upon tho sup fact that their charters could 
nut be disturbed, and the Granger laws of 1871- 
72-"78 were locked upon as revolutionary. It 
was held as a matter of settied law 
that rates of passenger and freight 
traffic couid not be interfered with. This motion 
was entirely overturned by the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the case 
of Munn vs. Tho State of IIlinois @4th U. 8. Re- 
ports), where the Court held that railroad cor- 
porations could be controlled by a State in the 
same manner as back men and ferries are. 

Several other cases decided at or about the 
Same time settied that in the absence of Con- 
gressional legisiauion on the subject it was in 
the power of State Legislatures to fix maximum 
rates for freight and passenger traffic within 
or without the State, rovided that the 
contract was made within the State and 
by a citizen of it. Mr. Brackett quoted the Su- 
prome Court decision in the case of the Chicago 

Nortbwestern Railroad Company vs. Peik, 
a Wisconsin case reported in the th 
United States Reports, in support of this view. 
He believed that even members of the legal pro- 
fession were ignorant how far the Supreme 
Court had gone on this pvint. Justice Breese, 
of this State. pointed out the way when he hvid 
in the clevator cuses that where property af- 
fecting public interests was in question 
THE STATE HAD A RIGHT TO REGULATE CHARGES.

CONDUCTORS AND DRIVERS. 
STATE OF AFFAIRS ON THE NORTH SIDE. 

The Committee of conductors and drivers of 
the North Chicago City Railway, appointed at 
the meeting Weduesday night, called or Presi- 
dent Turner yesterday afternoon and made 
known the demand of the men tor increased 
wages. They asked that the set men, who 
now get $187 and §1.75,—conductors and 
drivers respectively,—be paid $2 a day. 
and that the day men, who are ro- 
ceiving $2, be paid $2.25. Mr. Englehart, 
the spokesman, said they did not ask the in- 
crease because of the strike of the West Side 
Company's employés, but because the prices of 
living had gone up, and they could not support 
themselves and their .families decently upon 
their present pay. 

Mr. Turner listened patiently to what the men 
had to say, and then made two r To 
adopt the West Side system and pay by the trip, 
or to pay the “set” men what was asked,—$2 a 
day.—the pay of the day men to remain what it is. 
Tue Committee did not seem inclined toward 
the former. and Mr. Turner told them as to the 
latter that, if they didn't accept it. 
he would put the day cars into sets, and thus 
make all uniform.

THE CANVASS NOT ENDED YET. 

The South Town Canvassing Board held its 
fifth sitting yesterday afternoon atthe town- 
office in Honoré Block. In addition to the can- 
didates and other visitors whose faces had be- 
come familiar, there were a number of judges 
of election who bad been summoned before tho 
Board.

ITS ARMORY ON THE LAKE-FRONT. 

Battery Dof the First Artillery, Illinois Na- 
tional Guard, having obtained permission from 
the Council, soon intends to erect an armory on 
the vacant land just north of the Exposition 
Building. The ground can only be secured 
temporarily, as the city might see fit to dispose 
of it; hence the Battery proposes to build a 

ain, substantial brick structure, one story in 

ight, and occupyi 20 feet on the Michigan 
avenue front, extending back 120 or 180 feet. It 
is estimated that the cost of the armory will not 
exceed $5,000, about $4,000 of which is expected 
to be raised by subscription, the Citizens’ As- 
sociution, merchants, and other friends of the 
guard baving signified their willingness to 
assist in the work. The sum subscribed with 
what the compauy has ou hand will be adequate, 
it is believed, to curry out the plan, and give the 
Battery quarters with no rent to pay. The 
members have not been able to secure a 
lot un which a permanent building could be 
erected, but think they are safe in caleulating 
that they can vccupy this pact of the Lake- 
Front for two or three years, after which time 
it is hoped the State will provide a good armory. 

The Kattery has long feit the need of ample 
and convenient quarters which would possess 
some of the surroundings ofa home. Fur two 
4 the art gullory in the Exposition Building 

as beeu occupied, but every fall when the ex- 
hibition opens the boys hase to vacate and 
camp out, or take such yooorgmodations as they 
can get. They have also wanted more room, 
which this new building will give. They intend 
to huve space enough to get under the roof 120 
horses, which would enabie them to run out all 
the guns and to conduct a foot drill.

fhat the “circumstances” are which have 
brought about the change is, therefore, a very 
natural inquiry, and one that canuot be 
diemissed, as the cause has en, with 
suying that Miss Jepson refused to prosecute. 
The facts are that she has told two stories about 
her position in the cuse,—one to the State's At- 
torney and some of the officers of the Court to 
the effect thatshe did not want to prosecute, 
and another to Judge Hawes, in which she ex- 
pressed a desire to prosecute. But if sbe had 
been cousistent throughout, and had persisted 
in expressing u preference to let the matter 
drop, it would scareely justify the disposition 
made of the casc. 

There is evidence tending 
show that the woman was a blackmailer. 
and generally disreputable. It is very 
certain, therefore, that a conviction could 
not have been secured, but this does not 
justify this abrupt fasbion of dropping the cuse. 
There are two parties involved,—the defend- 
ants, woose reputations bave sadly suffered by 
reason of the indictment found aguinst them, 
and the compiaining witness, who bas either 
been grossly abused or who swore falsely, both 
inthe Justice Court and in the Grand-Jury 
room. It she told the truth there the defend- 
ants should be convicted; if not, then she 
should be indicted for perjury, and should be 
tried and convicted. It is. however, impossible 
as things now stand to begin any proceeding of 
this sort, although the interests of justice de- 
mand that a person who bas thus imposed upon 
the community should receive the penalty of 
the law. A trial and an acquittal would have ro- 
moved the cloud from the defendants far better 
than the present way of dismissing the case, 
where nothing appears to show that they were 
innocent, and where the only reason assigned 
for abandoning the prosecution isa d‘stnclina- 
tion on the part of tne prosecuting witness to 
testify. The whole proceeding is unsatis- 
factory. The prosecuting witness should have 
been brought into court, and should have been 
mude either to state whether sbe bad been lying 
before or not. It is a very bad way of doing 
business, which ought not to be repeated.

THE PINE PATCH. 
INNUMERABLE POLES IN COUNTLESS SHEDS. 
A TRIBUNE reporter paid a visit yesterday 

morning to the „Holstein Settlement in the 
northwestern part of the city, where he 
had a favorabie opportunity of watch- 
ing the operations of the house-carpenters 
engaged in the erection of the alleged 
sheds for the accommodation of the rapidly- 
increasing Polish population. The cottages—for 
such the nominal sheds really are—were found 
in large numbers throughout the locality, show- 
ing that the violation of the fire ordinance in 
their erection has been practiced in the neigh- 
borhood for the past year or two. Not only is 
the law violated in that what purports to be 
sheds are in reality frame dwellings, with 
chimneys, doors, windows, blinds, etc., but in 
muny instances the structures are considerably 
in excess of the legal dimensions of shods, and 
very often several feet above the proper hight. 

Upon an irregularly shaped lot on the coruer 
of Blanche and Flevtwood streets. allusion to 
which was made in yesterday's TRIBUNE, no less 
than thirteen of these cottages have recently 
been erected, and a corps of carpenters are still 
at work buildmg more. Their occupants are re- 
cently-arrived Polish immigrants, who are ig- 
norant of the language, and it was only with 
great difficulty that it was loarned that the cot- 
tages. which cost about $100 each to build, 
rented for $25 a yeareach,—a return for the 
money which shows that the temptation to vio- 
lute the law is very strong. 

Upon the ten-acre block on the corner of 
Bradley and Noble streets fourof the newly 
erected cotuages were found, and on the biock 
do the northwest of ita row of seven was dis- 
covered standing back of a row of regular dweil- 
ings facing upon the street. larger biock 
is the ay apd of Mr. Dennett, who, if he car- 
res out his intention of covering it with shan- 
ties, will find himself che landlord of sume 40 
cottages, provided that be packs them as closely 
together as those he bas already erected, or per- 
mitted to be erected upon the land. 

Nothing bas been done as yet towards check- 
ing the accumulation of dwellings of this class, 
and there is no doubt that hundreds of them 
will be built in the northwestern part of the city 
during the present . They meet the eye 
in every direction in the Polish district, all over 
which sound of the bench-carpenter’s ham- 
mer can be heard from early morumg until late 
at night.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
THE W. K. SULLIVAN DRAWING PRIZE. 

The regular semi-monthly meeting vf the 
Board of Education was held last evening, all of 
the members present except Inspectors Keith 
and Stiles. 

A communication was read from ex- President 
W. K. Sullivan, donating $300 to the Board, 
which he desired should be reserved as a perma- 
nent fund, the interest upon which should be 
applied anwually to the purchase of a prize to be 
given at the close of each school year to the 
grammar school pupil most proficient in draw- 
ing. 

Inspector Hoyne explained that Mr. Sullivan, 
as Trustee for the sale of some schooi-fund 
wroverty, had realized $500, and 
donated was the excess over the expenses of the 
sale, and upon bis motion it was agroed that the 
donation should be known as the W. K. Suill- 
van Fund,“ and the donor was tendered a vote 
of thanks. 

The Committee on Bulldings and Grounds re- 
ported recommending the award of sundry con- 
tracts for plastering, steam-beating, etc., for 
scbhool-buildings in course of construction, ail 
of which were adopted. 

THE SCHOOL AGENT 
submitted his report for March, which was re- 
ferred. It showed that the reccipts from all 
sources since the last report had been $151,700 
and the expenditures $121,419, and that there 
was a tulauce on hand of $52,008, and that the 
total of rents due and unpaid was $5,984. 

THE COMMITTEE ON TEXT-BOOKS 
reported recommending sevetal changes in the 
books tu be used in the schools tor the ensuing 
year. The changes recommended in the 
grammar and primary schools were: 
new fourth reader, u new primary 
reography, a new grammar. a new 
arithmetic, and a new German copy-book, The 
changes in the high schools were: A new his- 
tory, the substitution of a work on zodlogy for 
the natural history in use, a new geomety, a 
new Latin prose composition, a new Greek 
book, a new physiology, a vew classical reader, 
and the adding of a new German grammar. 
With these exeeptions, the books now in use 
were approved. 

Inapector Hoyne submitted a list of books 
which he desired added to, or substitutec for, 
those now in use. 

inspector Delaney desired to add to the list to 
be considered ali of the publications upon whivh 
bids had been reccived. 

Both of the amendments were accepted, and 
on motion of Inspector Curran allof the bids 
for books were ordered printed, and the report 
was laid over for one month under the rules. 

Superintendent Howland submitted bis usual 
report of attendance itor the past month. It 
showed that the total enrollment of scholars 
bad been 58,531; teachers, 944: average daily 
membership, 46,006; average daily attendance, 
41,706; and per cent of attendance, 89.9.

It 
appeared in the discussion under the old 
charter the City Council elected the School 
Agent, but that the new charter was silent on 
the subject, and the question was referred to 
tho attorney of Board for an opinion as to 
the legal status of that officia 

Without accomplisbing a great deal in the way 
of revision, the Board adjourned for two weeks.

TRADE AND LABOR ASSEMBLY. 

The Trade and Labor Assembly met at No.7 
Cark street last evening. The various Unions 
were pretty well represented: 

The credentials of delezates from the Up- 
holsterers’ Union were presented and the deie- 
gates admitted. 

The Committee on Hall reported that suitable 
quarters for joint occupancy by the various 
trade organizations could be secured on Wa sb- 
‘ington street, between Fifth avenue and Frauk- 
lin streot. The Committee was continued. 

Mr. Burke, of the Iron-Molders’ Union, sub- 
mitted the following resolution: 

WHEREAS, The molders recently employed in 
the Chicago Stove- Works have been locked out 
of that establishment through the tyranny of 
the foreman and his opposition to the Iron- 
Molders’ Union and its members; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Trade 
and Labor Assembly, use all honorable and law- 
ful means to warn the workingmen of Chicago 
and vicinity not to buy or use any of the stoves 
or other wares manufactured by the Chicago 
Stove- Works or dealt in by them. 

As one of the strikers, Mr. Burke supported 
the resolution, and gave a history of the trouble 
at the stuve-works. The strike had now lasted 
seven weeks, and there did not seem to be any 
desire on the part of the Company to accede to 
the men's demands. 

The resolutions were adopted, with an amend- 
ment asking the delegates from the different 
— to lay the matter before their organiza- 

ons. 

— Woodward offered the following resolu- 
ons: 

WHEREAS, There is a just and growing dis- 
content among that class of our fellow-citizens 
who are compelled by their condition in life to 
rent their places of residence; and 

Waereas, The taxes are also lower than they 
were last year: therefore, 

Resoived, That we look upon the present at-

yived, That, in our judgment, the only 
method of circumventing the landsharks of the 
city is for the working ple to combine their 
forces, and, through building societies, purchase 
the land and erect houses fur themselves, where 
our children can be born and reared, and where 
to be the parents of children will be no bar to 
babitation, as is now the case with those who 
are compelled to rent. 

Resolved, That this assembly appoint a commit- 
tee whose business it shall be to drafta plan of 
nection looking to the formation of build us- 
sociations, and report at the next meeting of this 
assembly. 

The resolutions were discussed at length by 
Messrs. Woodward, Irwin, Goodwin, and 
Parsons. 

Mr. Irwin said land could be obtained within 
eight miles of the Court-House for $3W an acre, 
anda lot on this would not cost more than $80. 
A house could be built for $600 or $700, and in 
this way every man could be his own landlord in 
a short time. 

Mr. Parsons had no faith in coijperation, and 
believed it,gwould lead to lower wages rather 
than better them. If a man could live cheaper 
by codperation, then his wages would be lowered 
accordingly. 

Mr. Woodward advocated the resoluvons, and 
scouted at Parsons’ theories. He believed in 
cooperation, and saw evidence every day to 
strengthen bis belief in it. 

The resolutions were adopted, and a commit- 
tee—consisting of Messrs. Woodward, Goodwin, 
and Dwyer—was appointed to consider the mat- 
ter and report as soon as possible.

TITE ANTI-RENT MASS-MEETING. 

The anti-reut meeting beld last evening at 
Mo. 99 West Randolph street was scarcely a suc- 
cess in point of numbers or in the representa- 
tive character of its constituency. 

The Chairman said he thought it was high time 
some protest was made against bigh rents, al- 
though be did not belive any practical good 
could be achieved. 

T. J. Morgan offered the following: 

Resolved. That this mass-meeting of tenants 
denounce the outrugeous greed of the landiords 
of this city, who, cullous to everything except 
their Sbyiock instincts. ignore the fact 
their tenants are at present less able than in 
the past to pay un increase of rent, for the rea- 
son that, while wages have remuined stationary, 
the price of the uecessaries of life has been so 
increased by the rings of beartiess thieves, who 
by “corners” and other disreputable means 
monopolize them; that comfort and content is 
fast giving piace to general discomfort and dis- 
content, which, if much inereased by further 
outrage, may require a vast expenditure of 
mcnuey upon the part of the above-mentioned 
thieves for the preservation of themselves and 
their ill-g~onweltajje u 

Resolved, That, while we are aware that 
the law aliows the landiords to do as they please 
with their property, even to the extent of forci- 
bly evicting, turning out upon the streets the 
376,06 people who occupy their premises as ten- 
ants, or of charging any.amount of rent they 
piease, irrespective of power of the tenants 
to pay their demands, still they respectfully call 
the attention of the landiords to this important 
fact,—that the practicable enforcement of the 
laws, especially in a community like Chicago 
and under a Government like that of the United 
States, depends almost entirely upon public 
opinion. The truth of this fact was well illus- 
trated at our recent city clecnon, when the noa- 
enforcement of various laws was indorsed by 
the people. Hence we caution the iandiords to 
be careful, or their hitherto quiet and obedient 
tenants may ignore both them and their laws. 

Resvived, That while we bave no sympathy 
with any tenants who wilifvully destroy or damage 
their landiord’s property, or refuse to fulfill all 
obdiigations freely entered into, or who refuse 
te pay what is, under the present condition and 
laws of property, fair and reasonabie rent; we 
deem it our duty to call upon all tenants to hold 
their places of habitation till after May 1, for 
the purpose ot abolishing the costly and most 
absurd custom known as the May moving-day, 
by which the landiords create each year an in- 
tense competition between tenants, and artiticial 
scarcity of stores, houses, and rooms and there- 
by secure a large increase of rent, which enables 
the expressmen to extort upwards of 81.50 per 
hour for their services, and which is generally a 
public meuance so ridiculousand pernicious as 
to merit the condemnation of all except the 
landiords. 

Resolved, That we respectfully notify the Jus- 
tices of the Peace and Constables of this city to 
exercise great care in all matters pertaining to 
landlord and tenant. : 

Resolved; That we pledge ourselves, and re- 
quest all others who condemn the avarice of the 
landiords, to seud communications to all parts 
of this country and Europe informing all that 
can bereached in this way of the exorbitant 
rents andthe unbealtby, diiapidated, and mis- 
erable condition of the habitations of this city, 
and that advertisements to the same effect be 
sent to ail labor and other liberal newspapers. 

Mr. Ryan said the people did not seem to care 
a cent about the agitation, for only sixty to 
eighty tenants were present. He believed the 
tepants were satisfied, and he favored abandon- 
ing the agitation and rejecting the resolutions. 
The only hope there was lay in the allowing the 
landlo to do just as they picased, and some 
day the people would sweep the whole aystem 
out of existence. 

Morgan declared that if the immigrants were 
not housed in shanties on the praries they would 
before long be billeted in the empty rooms of 
Calumet avenue houses. He prophesied that the 
day of revoludon wus at hand, and declared that 
the present inactivity of the oppressed and down- 
trod den tenants was only the calm before the 
storm. 

Mr. Sloan made a violent speech, in which he 
deciared himseif at war with society. 

Mr. Morgan moved that a petition be present- 
ed to the Council for the repeai of the fire-limits 
ordinance. 

Morgan's motion was adopted, and he then 
moved the appointment of a committee of five 
to prepare a pian of permanent organization. 
Mesers. Newman. Morgan, Adams, Siedeberger, 
and Brosmer were named as such com mittee, 
und the meeting adjourned.

A COPPER MINE. 


Discevery of a Valuable Deposit of 
Copper at Mineral Point, Wis.

New Lom. April 4.—The share speculation 
still continues unsettied and feverish in tone. 
At the opening of business to-day the general 
list was a shade higher than the closing 
quotations of yesterday, but a free soll- 
ing movement was soon begun, aud prices 
took a downwad turn. The depression 
continued throughout the afternoon until after 
the second Board, when the decline ranged from 
4g to 2%, the latter in Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred,—Pacitic Mail, the trunk line properties, 
Union Pacific, and Texas Pacific being also 
prominent therein. in the final sales some of the 
shorts endeavored to realize the profits accruing, 
and their purchases caused a sharp rally in 
prices, the market closing at a recovery ot u to 
23, which was most marked in Northern 
Pacific preferred, Union Pacific, Michigan 
Central, Lake Shore, Pacific Mail, and 
St. Paul. The principal feature of the 
dealings was the speculation in the 
Elevated Railway stocks, which wero heavily 
pressed for sale and recorded a heavy decline in 
quotations as compared with yesterday's closing 
figures, Metropolitan selling off 6%, Manhattan 
3%. und New York 34. At the close, however, 
these stocks showed a recovery of dn. The 
shares most conspicuousin the dealings were 
Lake Sbore, Erie, Manhattan Elevated, Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western, Michigan Cen- 
tral, New Jersey Central, Union Pacific, St 
Paul, and Pacific Mail. 

The recent decline in the Elevated Railway 
shares has been largely due to reports that the 
Manbattan Company was liable to be deficit 
next July on its guarantees. In view of these 
rumors, several prominent cupitalists, headed 
by Mr. Kusseli Sage, have made a proposition to 
the Manhattan Company to take preferred stock 
of that Company, to be issued to meet 
any deficiencies that may occur in op- 
erating the roads during tae coming 
two years, beginning with next July. In case it 
should be decided to issue preferred stock, the 
sbarehoiders of the Manhattan Company would 
be first offered the stock, the syndicate being al- 
lotted the remainder. This arrangement would 
insure the payment of ali the Manbuttan guar- 
antes, aud preserve the Company intact. 

To-morrow (Good Friday) will be observed as 
a holiday on the Stock Exchange. 

The money murket worked smoothly through- 
out the day, anda fair degree of activity pre- 
vailed. Call loans on pledge of acceptable stock 
collateral ranged between 4 and 6 per cent, and 
closed at the lower figure, most of the 
business baving been effected at the interme- 
diate rate.

THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


The Building Season. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

Crhicaao, April M4.—The article in Taz Tris- 
UNE of April 10 about building was true; peo- 
ple have been expecting much building this 
spring. Why is the work beld back? Last sum- 
mer architects were busy drawing plans for fall 
work. In the fall, when estimates on plans were 
given, the figures were so high that people who 
wanted to build were completely discouraged. 
Plans were laid aside, and architects lost time 
and money on theirwork. Brick was altogether 
too high, and this fact alone checked the build- 
ing; but it would not have ceased to such a 
degrev as it did if other charyes had been reason- 
able. If the building contemplated last falt had 
been in progress all winter, or bad been kept 
over for tinisaing in the spring, a large number 
of men might have made woney who have been 
Idle for months. The lack of houses distresses 


not the rich, but those who cannot p high 
rents. Men who intended to build houses 
to rent auve invested their money im 
other ways. 


They object to paying high figures 
for bouses which will not pay m a fair per 
cent. It is a good thing for a man to own his 
home, but as things now are a man who is not 
wealthy will not buy a lot, for he cannot build 
onit. Very wealthy men are in the minority. 

It is the great majority who are not people with 
full purses. And it ie this great majority who 
now are suffering from this stoppage in building. 
All must tive, but living is not so difficult but 
that work ougbt to be had at fair rates. Brick 
is scarce, and that bas prevented people from 
siguing contracts, but if the movement to fill 
the market with it succeefis this trouble will be 
over fora season.

JOE MLANE. 


The Remains of Joe McLanc, Formerly 
of Chicago, Found Near Cheyenne 
Wells, Colo.—He Was Brutally Killed 
by the Utes After a Hard Struggle for 
Life.

James Barry, Jr., J. F. Teelers, Ed Zimmer- 
man, and Louis N. McLane, the party that went 
out after the remains ef Joc McLane, returned 
to this place a little after noon to-day. They 
tound all that remained of poor Joe at a point 
some twenty miles north of Cheyenne Wells, on 
the North Smoky Hili road. The remains were 
on the side of asmall hill about 2% yards south 
of tbe road. in a kind of high-grass and sage 
brush. God only kuows whether the poor fellow 
died where be fell, or whether he lived and suf- 
fered for hours, and perbaps days. There is one 
bullet-bole in the back of the skull, below the 
brain, which came outat the mouth, knocking 
out tour front teeth. It is, of course, impossi- 
ble to tell whether or not he received other 
wounds. 

There is no possible question as to identity. 
The revolver found, his brother Louis says, was 
carried by Joe for about six years. Among 
other evidences found were a gold-ulled tooth 
and several scraps of clothing. Five chambers 
of the revolver were empty—one sbot remain- 
ing. This fact is accepted as evidence that he 
had a running fight with the indians, as it will 
be remembered that the Utes accused of the 
killing stated that two of their party never re- 
turned. His horse was a tieot one, and it is 
probable that after being wounded the poor 
fellow escaped the clutches of his pursuers and 
hid in the clump of bushes where his body was 
found. When his horse returned home the sad- 
die bore evidence of the fact that Joe kept his 
seat for some time after being wounded, 

Several times the searching parties sent out 
at the time McLane was missing passed within 
100 yards of the spot where the body was found. 
Neither expense nor time was spared them, but 
all without. result. The country was 1 dl 
by well organized parties from Aug. I to Nov. 
1878. After that his brother employed two men 
to hunt for months, during the summer of 1879, 
and cattlemen, hunters, and every man who had 
occasion to pass through the country always 
muade it a point to look for poor Joe. ‘The coun- 
try where the body lay these long months is 
wild and desolate. 

It is the purpose of the party bringing in the 
remains to returnto the spot when the snow 
melts from the ravines, in the hope of securing 
still other evidence of the manner in which Joe 
McLane met his death.

RESUMPTION OF NAVIGATION. 

A shift of wind to southwest caused the ice to 
move away from this shore slowly yesterday. 
Karly in the forenoon the tug Commodore made 
her way into the harbor from the Water- Works 
Crib through a seam, and a little later the same 
seam afforded the steam-barge Mary Groh an 
opportunity to reach her dock. The Goodrich 
Line propeller Oconto left at an early bour for 
points north along the west shore.

WHICH SHALL If BE? 

Considerable anxiety is being manifested by 
parties interested concerning the dispositian to 
be made of the $50,000 which it is proposed to ex- 
pend upon dredging in Chieago River the present 
season. Owners of dock property in the vicinity 
of the South Branch, together with owners of 
vessels which have been engaged to deliver 
iron ore and coal there, are anxious to secure an 
average channel depth of twelve feet of water, 
among them, presumably, the agents of the lead- 
ing propeller lines waut the lower harbor to ro- 
ceive attention first.

RIVAL ROUTES. 

Mr. A. Richmond, a prominent member of the 
Buffalo Board of Trade, bas been interviewed by 
a Telegraph reporter in regard to the develop- 
ment of the canal system. Mr. Richmond's views 
are substantially as follows: The building of 
the new Welland Canal by the Canadian Govern- 
ment furnishes competition against the Eric 
Canal of the most formidable order, which Buf- 
falo is certain to feel unless she takes hold of 
the canal question with both hands. The first 
and most important action she can take is in the 
direction of lowering and keeping down elevat- 
ing charges. It business is legitimately carried 
on elevating can be done profitably at one-half 
cent per bushel. If one-half cent be charged 
for a portibn of the year and much more for the 
remainder of the year, the low rate when busi- 
ness is dull is no advantage to the port. The 
trouble is with the tlouters, which are nothing 
more than biackmailers. They will do business 
for awhile for littie or nothing in order to force 
their way into the Association, and once they get 
in they do nothing, just remaining tied up in 
the creck and sharing in the product of the 
clevators’ pool. There are now six of these 
toothpicks or teasers in the creck, and there is 
talk of more of them. The only way to get rid of 
the evil is to have the rate fixed by law, and to 
abolish the floaters (which the city authorities 
have the power to do), as they keep up rates 
above a legitimate level, and thus injure the 
business of the port. Another difficulty in the 
way of canal-carriage growth is that bigh 
ireights have drawn agents out of the business. 
This has been the work of the railroads. The 
business is now done by the propellers. The 
Pennsyivania Central and Erie pool their in- 
terests, tix rates, and give the boatmen what 
they please. Last year the raliroad men charged 
$2.20 per ton from New York to Buffalo, and 
$4.40 by canal and lake, when, with fair compe- 
tition, the business could be done for $1.50 to 
Bufalo and $3 through on east-bound freights 
trom Chicago, Milwaukee, and Toledo. The pro- 
pelier lines all pool their Interests. They have 


roped in the only propeller line which 
gave the business of the canals any- 
thing of a show, and now they have 


things all their own way. With flour, pork, and 
lard on the free list, nota pound of these prod- 
ucts goes Kast by canal, for the propeller lines 

— not take such freights for canal carriage. 
1 propellers. are constantly discounting 
against the canal in favor of the railroads. The 
railroad interests have the sharpest wits of the 
country at work to prevent the canal from de- 
vcloping into the formidable competitor it should 
be ngulust their charges. Buffalo's greatest 
need at this time is an independent line of seam- 
ers which will deal exclusively in caval freigbts 
and compete with the railroads. A line which 
Will be in the hands of a company strong enough 
to stand out against the accustomed temptation 
of pooiing, and with backbone enough to carry 
on a long war, will surely prove one of the most 
profitable investments of the time, and tend 
greatly towards restoring the canal to its proper 
position and counteracting evil results which at 
present seem certain to follow from the comple- 
tion of the new Welland Canal.

NEW SEABOARD ROUTE. 

A New Yorker calls attention to “a combina- 
tion route to New York, which is already used 
to a considerable extent, but which, by means of 
a certain amount of canal enlargement, could 
accommodate the entire Chicago and Milwaukee 
trade. He rerers to the route via the lake to 
Port Colborne and thence through the new 
Weliand ship-canal to Oswego via Lake On- 
taria, whence, by means of an enlarged canal to 
Troy, grain could be shipped more rapily and 
economically than by either Buffaio or Mon- 
treal.

upon which to prosecute the roads for extor- 
tion. This bill was needed to enable the people 
to protect themseives at a point where the Com- 
missioners could not protect them. Kuowiug 
that it was simply exercising its 

POLICK POWERS, 

that the Courts and the people were behind 
them, would this Legislature hesitate upon 
this question? The bill would bring about re- 
duced rates, and thus return to the people tho 
millions they had subscribed in fostering these 
roads. 

Chafee, of Shelby, Chairman of the Kailroad 
Committee, hove in afew remarks against the 
bill. It was claimed by some that the roads 
were common carriers and should be subject to 
Government control, and by others, egdally in- 
tellizent, that they were private corporations, 
and sbould be 
SUBJECT TO THE LAWS OF BUSINESS COM- 
PETITION. 

Legislation should not. be based upon appeals 

to passion and prejudice. The laws now were 

amply sufficient to protect the people, if eu- 
forced. Norailroad had ever received a dollar 
from a city or town witbout the latter 
receiving in retum its cquivalent in 
the increased value of its prop- 
erty and its enlarged business. The 
network of railroads covering the State had 
made its property ten times as valuable as it 
otherwise would have been. The people in aid- 
ing the roads got what they bargained and paid 
for, and no one could now complain. Pooling, 
as be understood it, was not an unmitigated 
curse. The people had given money to build up 
small roads in Illinois, and it this bill should 
pass, and these small roads be

ONES, 
how long would they hold out in the unequal 
contest? The effect of the bill would be to build 
up the larger places at the expense of interior 
towns. The venerable Baiicy, of Champaign, 
who bad rigzed upa piece of pasteboard lattice- 
work to represent a line of road crossed by sev- 
eral intersecting lines, undertook to dis- 
cuss the question § from the practical 
and the illustrative standpoint. The impression 
which he succeeded in forming in the mind of 
the average bearer was that he opposed the bill 
because it was in the interest of che railroads:

THE M’ WILLIAMS BILL.

SPRINGFIELD, III.. April 14.—The notice which 
Mr. McWilliams gave to-day after his bill was 
killed that he should move for a reconsideration 
was anytaing but buncombe. The motion will 
probably be called up Saturday, but possibly to- 
morrow morning, and, as it requires ouly a ma- 
jority vote, provided there is a quorum, to take 
a thing back, its reconsideration is simply a 
matter of putting down names and counting 
them up out of the seventy-three members who 
voted for the bill on its passage.

FREE TO DO AS THEY WISH. 

On the other hand, there are some who voted 
the other way, and who pursue the same sort of 
reasoning to justify a vote next time in favor 
of the bill. Just bow far the changing business 
will go remains to be seen. Like a two- 
edged sword, it cuts both ways. It is 
perhaps sufficient for the present to 
say that both sides are con ‘identof fiual victory, 

and that the side which drew first blood has been 
celebrating the result of the first round ever 
since the bill failed to get those four votes. The 
gentieman who fathered the bill and a number 
of those who voted for it simply look wise, and 
recall the old saw in regard to the folly of crow- 
ing before one is out of the woods. 

A NEW POLICE AND FIRE BOARD BILL 

Although the Police and Fire Board Dill 
withered and died virtually in its in- 
fancy, the typewriter was put in mo- 
tion to-night for the purpose of 
grinding out another document looking towarad 
practically the same end. The new bill. as 
nearly as can be ascertained, seeks to create a 
Fire and Police Board for the City of Chicago, 
com posed of five mou fers. three of whom are to 
be the Chairmen of the Council Committees on 
Fire and Water, Police, and F'nance. In ad- 
dition to these three gentlemen, who will re- 
ceive asalary for their services, the Chief of 
Police and Fire Marshal will act as members of 
the Board and have ail the powers and 
privileges of the others, but without drawing 
any extras in the way of salaries. 

THE NEW BILL 
will be carefully drawn te avoid arguments of 
foreigu interference and political partisanship. 
It will be introduced iu the Senate to-morrow, 
referred to a committee, reported back, and be 
ordered to a second reading with great celerity, 
and, unless something unforeseen should inter- 
vene, its chances of getting through are about 
twice as good as the one lately killed by a phe- 
nomenally close vote. McGarigle and Swenie 
returned to Chicago to-night with the main 
features of the new bil fully photo- 
graphed on their mental retinas, and, 
unless appearances are very deceptive, 
were not aitogetber displeased with the turn 
which affairs had taken. A. D. Titsworth and 
Charies L. Easton are also here, and are cred- 
ited with having loaned the author of the Dill 
such advice and hints as their experience has 
furnished them. 
APPORTIONMENT. 

The resolution introduced by Senatar Clark 
this morning requesting the Apportionment 
Committees to buckle on their armor and go 
nhead with the work, looked at tirst blush 
us if it were meant for a dig at the 
dilatory House; but an interview with the 
progenitor of the document reveals the 
fact that it was introduced merely to 
forestali the Democracy in doing exactly the 
same thing. Senator Clark says he has no 
doubt that the bright light is beginning to break 
through the iegisiative clouds, and, as an out- 
come to the present squabbie, expressed the 
tirm belief that both Congressional and Sena- 
torial apportionments would be made this ses- 
sion,—the firmer on the twenty-district plan. 
The resolution was referred to a committee, and 
its friends look for its adoption in a day or so. 
Whether it is actually intended to act as 4 sort 
of spur on the House or not, the latter body is 
apt to hear of its adoption and take the Bint. 

DEMOCRATS IN CAUCUS, 

The Democrats of the two Houses met in cau- 
cus to-night, and the first thing they did was to 
read the minutes of the Republican caucus, 
which one their number discovered lying ina 
disorders ap on the table. Having amused 
themselves over their find and enjoyed their 
little joke to the fuil, they clothed themselves 
in sackcloth, sprinkled asbes on their heads, met- 
aphorically speaking, and confessed unto one 
another that, as they were in the minority any- 
how, they couldn't do anything in the appor- 
nonment line except egg on the 
publicans whenever the latter 
fested the slightest disposition 
ahead. There was just one thing on which they 
took a decided stand, and that was against an 
adjourned session, which they agreed by res- 
olution to oppose first, last, and all the time.

LANDS FOR FREEDMEN.

One Hundred and Sixty Acres of Land 
to Every Freedman Who Will Go 

and Uccupy the Public Lands of Ok- 
lahoma (indian Territory.) 

To the Freedmen of the United States: 
Eighteen years ago the freedmen of the United 
States were turned loose witb their sick, their 
aged and helpless ones, landless and shelterless, 
heaven's cerulean skies above their heads. 
earth's green carpet beneath their feet, nonde- 
script before the law, and with no abiding place 
in ail this land. These years have gone by, ana 
we find ourseives to-day with our toil unre- 
quited, our most patriotic devotion unrewarded, 
and in a significant sense equally landless, 
homeless, and shelterless. 

No foot of land do we possess, 
No cottage in the wilderness. 

It is nevertheless true that the Government of 
the United States had wenerously anticipated 
this necessity by treaty stipulations with the 
civilized indian tribes, which provides us with a 
liberal heritage by treaties executed in 1868. 
The Creek, Seminole, and Chickasaw Indians 
ceded to the United States for a consideration 
all their right, title, and interest in and to about 
fourteen million acres of land in the Indian 
Territory. The articles of the treatics with the 
Seminoles and Creeks, by which. they sold some 
four million acres of their lands begins withthe 
statement that the lands are ceded in compli- 
ance with the desire of the United States to lo- 
cate other Indians and freedmen thereon.” 
Under these features, various captive Indian 
tribes have been located upon the ceded | ands. 
It appears, however, that the lands were pur- 
chased as much for the freedmen as for the In- 
dians, and the former have an undoubted right 
to enter and settle upon tbem under the opera- 
tion of the Homestead ant and Preémption acts.

4. e United States have an absolute and un- 
embarrassed title to every acre of these 14,000,000 
acres, unless it be to the 1,954,544 acres now oc- 
cupied by the Sac and Fox and Pottawatomie 
Indians. The Indian title has been extinguished, 

The articles of the treaties with the Crecks 
and Seminoles, by which they have sold their 
lands, begin with the statement that the lands 
are ceded “in complianee with the desire of the 
United States to locate other Indians and f men 
thereon.” 

By the express terms of these treaties the 
lands bought by the United States were not in- 
tended for the exciusive use of “ other Indians,” 
as has been so often asserted. They were bought 
as mych for the negrves of the country as fer 
Indians. 

The Commissioner of the General Land- Office, 
Gen. Williamson, in bis annual report for 1878, 
computes the area of the Indian Territory at 
44. 154. 240 acres, of which he says 17,150,250 acres 
are unsurveyed; the balance of the lands, 
umounting to 27,003,990 acres, he announces, 
have been surveyed; and these lands he desig- 
nates as “ public lands. 

The honvrabie Commissioner bas fallen into a 
natural error. He has included in his computa- 
tion the lands of the Cherokees west of ninety- 
six degrees west longitude, and the Chickasaw 
Nation, which, though surveyed, can in no sense 
be deemed “ public lands.“ The only public 
lands in the Territory are those marked on this 
map, and amount, as before stated, to about 
14,000,000 ares. 

The Atlantic & Pacific, now called the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad, is finished to 
Vinita, in the Cherokee Nation, Indian Ter- 
ritory, where it croases the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad. The surveyed line of this rail- 
road runs through these ceded lands. Very re- 
spectfully yours, etc. E. C. BOUDINOT. 

These public lands are surveyed and section- 
zed, awaiting their intended use—viz.: settie- 
ment and occupation by the freedmenof the 
United States, giving to each settler the fee 
simpie to a homestead of 160 acres. 

Careful investigation has determined these 
facts, and the time has arrived when we should 
act as a body, intelligently and with energy, to 
secure the enjoymentof our rights.

President Garfield in his inaugural address, 
alluding to the emancipation, says: “It bas 
surrendered to their own guardiansbip the man- 
hood of more than 5,000,000 of people, and bas 
opened to each one of them a career of freedom 
and usefulness.”

EMPIRE CAR ROOFING COMPANY. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior Court 
by Frank C. Aldridge and Darwin L. Skidmore 
against the Empire Car Roofing Company and 
Robert B. Crouch, asking for the appointment 
ot a Receiver tor the corporation. It was or- 
ganized in March, 1878, with a capital of $50,000, 
for the purpose of manufacturing, buying, and 
selling metal roofing and siding for railroad cars 
and buildings. At the first meeting of the stock- 
bolders in March, 1878, Skidmore, Aldridge, and 
Crouch were elected Directors, and then the 
first-named was chosen President, the second 
Secretary, and the third Treasurer for a term 
of three years. In March, 1680, Skidmore 
resigued, and Aldridge was eleeted Presi- 
dent. Aldridge thereupon resigned nis 
Secretarysbip, and the double office of Secretary 
and Treasurer was put on Crouch. The Com- 
pany has been carrying on a profitable business 
and has accumulated about $30,000 worth of 
property. Ou the 2d of March last the annual 
meeting of the stockholders was held. at which 
time the by-laws were amended so as to make 
the term of office of the respective officers one 
year instead of three, and making it incumbent 
on the President to countersign ail bonds, notes, 
and other instruments in writing. Aidridge, 
Crouch, and Skidmore were then reélected Di- 
rectors, and one F. A. Dillworth was added, but it 
is claimed that the latter's election was illegal. 
Aldridge was then reé@lected President and Gen- 
eral Manager, and Crouch Secretary and Treas- 
urer. Aldridge was also directed to make a full 
examination of the books and accounts 
of the Company, and he and Skidmore were ap- 
pointed a committee examine no a contract 
made by Crouch as Treasurer with the St. 
Louis Galvanized [ron Company, whereby an at- 
tempt was made to ihvolve the Corporation in 
liabilities to the amount of over $11,000 
Crouch was required to furnish all his books 
and papers for inspection, but, having put off 
doing so on various pretexts, he finally, on the 
Sth inst., went to the Company's office, at No. 
204 South Water street, and forcibly took away 
from Aldridge the Treasurer's, Secretary's, and 
the cash books, together with some memoranda 
Aldridge had made, destroyed the latter, and 
put the books in safe, 
the combination, and 
Aldridge then made a written demand 
for the books, whereupon Crouch took them 
away from the olfice and put an additional lock 
on the front door of the warehouse. 

When Crouch was elected Treasurer he was 
directed to keep all the Company's funds iu the 
Merchants’ National Bank, and do all its busi- 
ness there; but he has not done so, but bas had 
bills discounted in other places, and used the 
proceeds in his own business. No report of the 
Company's condition has ever been made by 
Crouch, but from a burried examivation of the 
books it appears he hus since Feb. 24, 15#1, drawn 
from bank $13,844, leaving now a balance of only 
$905.45. It is also charged that Crouch has in 
some manner diverted the mail matter, that 
through bis neglect or malfeasance the 
Company's affairs are at a standstili and its 
property going to waste, while numerous orders 
and contracts remain unfilled. In conclusion, 
complainants ask that Crouch be restrained 
from intermeddling with the business of the 
Company, from withdrawing any of its funds 
from the bank or negotiating its paper, and that 
a Receiver may be appointed to take charge of 
its affairs. An application was at once made to 
Judge Jameson, and Albert W. Gilmore was ap- 
pointed Receiver under bond of $14,000, with 
power to take possession of the Company's as- 
sets, rent a building fur them, and fill all orders 
now ou hand. 


DISCORDANT DIRECTORS. 

William Zimmerman filed a bill yesterday in 
the Superior Court against Ephraim and Thomas 
A. Banning, the Vable Grain-Shovel Company, 
and Charles Linthicum, to prevent Banning 
Brothers from running the Company. He says 
that in May or June last the Bannings suggested 
to him that large profits might be made it he 
would buy up two patents issued in 1866 and 
1868 to Sohn Dable for improvements in ma- 
chinery for unloading railroad-cars, and then 
making an arrangement with them as attorneys 
for rosecuting persons who had i ia- 
fri ö tents. A company 
called the Dable Grain-Shovel Company 
was subsequently formed, the Dable 
patents bought, and an arrangement made for 
prosecuting infringements. All profits made were 
to be divided equally between the Bann.ugs on 
one side, who furnished the legal services, and 
complainant on the other, who advanced 
toward buying the patents. The capital stock 
was fixed at $4,000, one-balf ot which was heid 
by each of the two —— above mentioned. By 
a vote ot the stockholders ata meeting held 
Dec. 8, 1880,. the Company agreed to accept the 
assignment of the patents — full satisfaction of 
the stock subscriptions.so that neither party 
paid anything, as complainant's advance of $400 
was only a loan to be repaid. At the same meet- 
ing complainant was elected President, and T. 
A. Banning Secretary and Treasurer. No suits 
for infringements of the patents have ever been 
begun, the parties being unable to agree. 
Several attempts have been made to have 
one party either buy out or sell to the 
other, but without success. On the ith inst. a 
meeting was held, at which it was resolved, 
against complainant's protest, tosell the patents 
at auction.
